NE of the most interesting de- 
velopments of recent years in 


the dramatic world has been 
the organization and growth of this 
body of actual theatergoers who de- 
sire to support good plays in the 
theater. 

Three years ago, in Evanston, IIl1., 
a suburb of Chicago, a group of 
women who had been studying and 
reading drama for many years, be- 
came convinced of the feasibility of 
uniting into an organized body all 

' the real theatergoers of the country 
who desired to see worthy plays, and 
rally them to the support of good 
drama. So much was being said 
about the decadence of the drama 


and the pitiable condition of our stage. 


today that these women felt that 
more should be said about the other 
side of the footlights. They realized 
acutely that it was the decadence of 
the audience which really was to 
blame for the conditions in the the- 
ater world today, and that we should 
never have clean, wholesome, clever, 
worthwhile drama until we secured 
an educated, awakened audience 
which should support and demand it. 
Since the theater must remain a 
@ommercial proposition, since the 
manager must be guided by the box- 
office returns, since the sale of seats 
after all is his only guide to the 
wishes of the public, it ‘plainly re- 
mains with the public to say what 
the plays of the future shall be. 


Given a receptiv theater-going pub- 
lic definitely announcing its interest 
in good plays, the managers will 
quickly put on such plays— 
the dramatists will respond to the 
call, and the theater will be trans- 
formed. But first of all an organized 
audience must be created. 

The nation has arrived at that 
stage of its material prosperity where 
it is ready for art development. It 
is beginning to assert its intelligence 
and its tastes, and to demand the 
right of judging drama for itself, not 
to accept it just because it is in the 
playhouse. An element of the public 
is rapidly arising which desires to 
use its brains in the theater, and is 


not content to “check them in the 
cloak room.” Working on _ this 
theory, The Drama League is at- 


tempting to gather together into a 
nation-wide body, all now existing 
lovers of good drama, to keep them 
informed in advance of good plays on 
the stage, and rally them to the sup- 
port of the worthier dramatic per- 
formances; to offer the managers the 
support of these members all over 
the country if they will present 
worthy plays. Not content with this 
gathering together of the already ex- 
isting lovers of good plays, the 
League is also working thru another 
branch of its activities to create a 
taste for better drama, a love for 
good plays all over the country. 

With this end in view, a national 
organization was effected April 25, 
1910, in Chicago, with the definite 
“avowed purpose of securing audiences 
for good piays, and keeping the pub- 
lic informed of the best in drama. 
Added to this was the intention of 
working to create over the country 
an awakened national taste for better 
drama by means of intelligent sys- 
tematical study of it. 

The movement spread with a ra- 
pidity which showed that the country 
‘was ready for it, and felt its worth. 
In less than a year subsidiary centers 
of the work were establisht in such 
leading cities as Boston and Phila- 
delphia and Chicago. Now, at the 
end of three years, the affiliated 
membership includes 90,000 people, 
scattered from border to _ border, 
east and west and north and south. 
The League membership extends to 
every state in the Union—there are 


centers in Canada, and an affiliated 
group in England. In thirty cities 
are definitely organized centers, such 
as Chicago, New York, Boston, Phil- 
adelphia, Washington, St. Louis, San 
Francisco, Los Angeles. New centers 
are just being started in Indianapo- 
lis, Pittsburgh and Cincinnati. In 
each of these thirty cities is a group 
of many hundreds who stand ready 
to attend and support worthwhile 
drama. 

The Playgoing Committee of The 
Drama League visits all new produc- 
tions. If these plays merit the at- 
tendance of the League members, an 
announcement is sent each member 
describing the play and urging im- 
mediate attendance upon it. By the 
eager enthusiastic response of these 
theatergoers, pledged to the support 
of good plays, more than one man- 


— 
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these forms, but feels that it must 
restrict its activity to the legitjmate 
drama. 

It is easy to see what a tregnen- 
dous force for effectiv advertising 
these League centers make for the 
deserving play, and what it might 
mean to the manager to keep in 
touch with these groups of earnest, 
intelligent playgoers desiring to sup- 
port good drama. Eventually the 
League expects to bring to the one- 
night stand special attractions by 
means of pledging to the mayager 
the support of its members in that 
town in actual theater tickets, thus 
enabling the manager to feel sure of 
his audience in advance, and the 
towns to see better drama thru 
League influence. 


The Drama League is absolutely 
independent of the managers, it not

ager has already been greatly aided 
in holding a play on until the general 
public realized its value. 

Many testimonials have come to 
The Drama League from leading pro- 
ducers of the actual assistance which 
the League has been in saving a 
meritorious play from disaster. This 
assistance has been especially mani- 
fest in the cases of Disraeli, Kindling, 
Hindle Wakes, Seven Sisters, Blind- 
ness of Virtue, Blue Bird. 

The work of The Drama League is 
purely constructiv; it does not cen- 
sor. If the play merits support, the 
League does everything in its power 
to assist it, but remains silent in the 
case of plays which are unworthy, 
feeling that censoring merely adver- 
tises a bad play. 

The League also restricts its efforts 
entirely to drama, and does not con- 
sider as within its field vaudevil, bur- 
lesque, musical comedy or moving 
pictures. It is not antagonistic to 


even accepts the ordinary courtesy 
of free tickets for its committee. In 
this way it is able to give its mem- 
bers disinterested, unprejudiced ad- 
vice, and urge their support of a play 
without any ulterior motivs. 


It is easy also to see what this 
League membership can mean to the 
member. He will be kept informed 
of the very best plays which come to 
his city, he will keep in touch with 
the drama of today, and he will be 
saved the annoyance of experiment- 
ing for himself on unknown and 
often worthless plays. Last year in 
Chicago there were 150 plays—100 
of these were musical comedies, and, 
therefore, not noticed by the League. 
Of the other fifty, sixteen were bul- 
letined. This will show a saving of 
thirty-four worthless attendances if 
experimenting for oneself. 

As the work becomes more and 
more establisht, a chain of support 
can be placed at the command of a 


worthy play, which will carry it from 
Coast to Coast under Drama League 
endorsement, with nearty assistance 
in hundreds of towns. More than 
that, the League is developing a new 
dramatic taste for the country, which 
will come to the support of the man- 
ager desiring to do worthwhile 
drama. 


Thru its educational department, 
the League is reaching universities, 
libraries, normal _— schools, high 
schools, and large groups of children 
arousing in them the dramatic in; 
stinct and a knowledge of goo 
drama, which will result in the sup- 
port of the good play. The women’s 
clubs all over the country have en- 
dorsed the movement, and are adopt- 
ing playgoing days, when they shall 
attend in a body on a Drama League 
play. Drama League endorsemen 
is already an acknowledged facto 
in the theater work, as it well may 
be, since it works only in suppor 
never against, and as it is utterly al- 
truistic and uncommercial. The 
manager has everything to gain by 
this new movement, which is aiming, 
to bring him an audience for his 
worthy play. He has nothing to lose 
by it, 
worthy efforts. By keeping in touch 
with the national officers, a builetined 
play on the road can have the bene- 
fit of advance support and advance 
advertising of a very special char- 
acter. 

From the very beginning, The 
Drama League has aimed to avoid 
the stigma of being high-brow; it 
does not try to uplift the theater 
over the audience, but merely to 
create an audience—an actua) ticket- 
buying audience—for good, clean, 
well-written drama, well produced. 
It does not demand high-brow plays 
nor problem dramas, but is glad to 
support all forms of tragedy, comedy, 
farce, even melodrama, so long as 
they are thoroly good of their kind. 

One of the most striking reasons 
for the exceptional success of the 
movement has been tHe unusual per- 
sonnel of the workers back of it. It 
was started by a group of eager, dis- 
interested women, and has since had 
their untiring and unbounded devo- 
tion. Without salaried workers, with 
little or no income to spare, the 
League has yet been able to enlist 
the gratuitous services of experts 
along all lines of its activities, and 
counts among its directors and activ 
workers the names best known as 
authorities along these lines. In all 
branches of interest it has the as- 
sistance of prominent leaders, num- 
bering its supporters and workers 
among the clergy, among the ac- 
ademic group, with numberless pro- 
fessors, in the business world with 
men of means and influence, as pres- 
idents of centers, in the profession 
with managers and actors glad to be 
counted as its friends, in the society 
and club world with the endorsement 
of all the federations, among men of 
letters and dramatists, among the 
teachers and laymen in countless 
hundreds. 

It is, after all, a democratic move- 
ment, and must count upon the 
masses if its individual membership 
is to effect the results for which it 
labors—organized support of clean, 
wholesome, worthy drama, an awak- 
ened national dramatic taste, which 
shall come to the support of the 
conscientious manager to supply him 
with an audience for his worthwhile 
plays. 

With the aid of experts, The 
League prepares reading and study 
courses, which it is introducing in 
clubs and schools thruout the country 
on the theory that the best way to

N a masterful manner, this son- 
J net of Swinburne displays to our 
eyes the modernism of Shakes- 
Peare, or, rather, his perennial ac- 
tuality, akin to that of the Deity it- 
self: 

“He is; and, being, beholds his 
work well done.” Our task, there- 
fore, is simply to give the reasons of 
the endless life of his name and 
fame, the causes also why the men 
and women of this twentieth century 
cling, and will cling more and more 
to this man, dead nearly three hun- 
dred years. 


Those reasons of the hold of 
Shakespeare over us are threefold, 
and must be considered: Ist, from 
the artistic; 2d, moral, and 34d, his- 
torical viewpoint. 


Artistically, Shakespeare has ful- 
filled “the purpose of playing, whose 
end, both at the first and now, was. 
and is, to hold, as ’twere, the mirror 
up to nature.” (Hamlet III, 2). 
Naturalness and objectiv truth are 
always his attributes; his roles are 
not arbitrarily drawn from his own 
imagination, but from existing types. 
Their very character stands in a 
first-hand knowledge, such as could 
only come by looking on nature face 
to face; and such nativ powers as 
he had would have been rather 
dimmed than otherwise, by “all the 
learnings that his time could make 
him the receiver of.” Had he been 


May Wirth, undoubtedly the world’s greatest lady circus 
rider—we say “circus rider” rather than equestrienne, as she, 
in her plain, girlish way, is wont to use the simpler term—has 
a string of achievements to her credit which would shame 
Mercury's most Pegasean stunts. 
by having seen other great female riders, past and present, 
proclaim her work unprecedented by past performers, and un- 
approachable by any living rider of the female gender. Miss 
Wirth in the ring is as a fairy, floating on air. She rides witha 
sylph-like charm, poising gracefully above her mount, and as 
one old-timer remarkt: “Her tiny toes seem to kiss the 
sleek coat of her charger” as she alights after some wonderful 
performance in mid-air evolutions. 

May Wirth has the courage of Ulysses, the stamina of 
Prometheus. During the past season she suffered two acci- 
dents which would have taken the heart out of any rider, with 
just a trifle less endurance than she possesses. Shortly after 
the opening of her 1913 engagement, she fell while perform- 
ing in Brooklyn, and for several weeks was unable to enter 
the ring. Perhaps her restlessness and the desire to work 
(with her it is work, play, life) was stronger than her dis- 
cretion, for again, after only a few performances, she sus- 
tained injuries while in St. Lowis which kept her from appear- 
ing for several weeks. However, once more her determina- 
tion asserted itself, and she again conquered the objections of 
her family and re-entered the arena. At Buffalo, Mrs. Wirth 
decided that a rest was necessary for May, and with contuma- 
cious reluctance she left the circus for a vacation, which was 
spent at Hempstead, L. I. Here, too, as on the road, she was 
never content, except when riding. During the several weeks 
of her stay at Hempstead, Miss Wirth practiced daily, and 
when the time came for her to begin the execution of vaude- 
vil contracts, she had mastered several new tricks. Her tour

Homer himself drew not his art so 
immediately from the fountains of 
nature; it proceeded thru Egyptian 
strainers and channels, and came to 
him, not without some tinciure of 
the learning, or some cast of the 
models, of those before him. The 
poetry of Shakespeare is inspiration 
indeed: he is not so much an imita- 
tor as an instrument of nature; and 
it is not so just to say that he speaks 
from her, as that she speaks thru 
him. His characters are so much 
like nature herself, that it is a sort 
of injury to call them by so distant 
a name as copies of her. Those of 
other poets have a constant resem- 
blance, which shows that they re- 
ceived them from one another, and 
were but multipliers of the same 
image: each picture, like a mock- 
rainbow, is but the reflection of a 
reflection. But every single charac- 
ter in Shakespeare is as much an in- 
dividual as those in — fe itself; it is 
as impossible to find any two alike; 
and such, as from their relation or 
affinity in any respect appear to be 
twins, will, upon comparison, be 
found remarkably distinct.”

THE MODERNISM: OF SHAKESPEARE

which is eternal, and this is why his 
art is immortal—and so modern. 


Morally, our Great Bard ever gives 
the great characteristics of virtue 
and vice, “to show virtue her own 
feature, scorn her own image.” He 
portrays what is essentially and nec- 
essarily good or evil in its nature, 
origin, development and result. Next 
to the New Testament writers he is 
the greatest exponent and unfolder 
of Christianity, of that Christianity 
with which every known religion of 
our days is imbued, unconsciously as 
it may be. 

Courage, patriotism, honesty and 
justice were the ideals of the old 
Roman conception of human good- 
ness. Shakespeare keeps them, but 
besides them and with them he blends 
the ideals of mercy, philanthropy, 
self-sacrifice, forgiveness of injuries 
and love of enemies. And it is in 
this sense that this priest of the re- 
ligion of Truth and Beauty gives us 
the best expressions of Christian 
spirit that are to be met with in 
poetry and art. 

Here and there in his dramas we 
see many criminals, who for awhile 
joy-ride in triumph over virtue 
wronged, persecuted and crusht. But 
he always brings them to punish- 
ment, so far as this world can pun- 
ish them. And he always does this 
when their crimes are laid open to 
the world, so that we may see the 
justice of their fate, and in the inner 
courts of our soul admire that “law 
whose seat is the bosom of God, her 
voice the harmony of the world.” 


Strangely enuf, Taine, in his “‘His- 
tory of English Literature,” alone 
arose against Shakespeare’s moral- 
ity. But, as some one has well said, 
“Taine is the product of that French 
school, which sees vice only when 
clothed, in ugliness or associated. 
with clumsy or vulgar errors, but 
does not detect it when arrayed in 
purple, or regulated by social eti- 
quette and police rules.” It is re- 
freshing to turn from this writer to 
another Frenchman of great emi- 
nence as aA author and a 
statesman, Lamartine, who said. 
“It is as a moralist of all ages that 
Shakespeare excels; no one can 
doubt this after a careful study of 
his works, which, though containing 
some passages of questionable taste, 
can not fail to elevate the mind by 
the purity of morals they inculcate. 
They breathe s® strong a belief in 
virtue, so steady an adherence to 
good principles, united to such a 
vigorous tone of honor, as testifies 
to the author’s excellence as the 
Moralist of Humanity.” Shake- 
speare not only held his mirror up 
to nature, but f° gave to virtue its 
own image, and¥to vice its own real 
feature, and this is why he is im- 
mortal—and so modern. 


Historically, our Poet sets forth 
“the very age and body of the time, 
his form and pressure.”” Ben Jonson 
addresses him as “Soul of the Age;” 
and the transcendancy of his genius 
lies in nothing else so much as in 
this, that he was indeed the soul of 
the age, with his forces working free 
and clear from “the recollected 
terms” and musty hindrances of a 
former age. 

Shakespeare read the lessons of 
his own days and of the days gone 
by, but in doing so he read the les- 
sons of all times and for all mankind. 

The historical characters of hiss 
dramas are true to life, not so much,

wrote a play. 1 
‘claim no especial 
distinction on this 
account, however, because I am a 
newspaper man, and every newspa- 
per man I know has written at least 
one play. Some newspaper men 
have written so many that there 
isn’t room for the manuscripts in 
their trunks. 


So, as above stated, I wrote a play. 
It was a comedy. It didn’t start out 
to be a comedy. It started out to 
be a strong problem play of modern 
life, full of terse epigram and grip- 
ping satire, with touches of comedy 
deftly imterspersed here and there, 
like the onion in a hamburger. But 
after I had the whole thing blocked 
out, and had got to work on “Act I, 
Scene 1-—-The Anteroom of a City 
Law Office,” I discovered, to my sur- 
prise, and at first to my chagrin, 
that my charactérs absolutely refused 
to stand for any problem business. 


I remember that I wrestled 
hours and days with my 
character, trying to show

him how 
it was for him 
part of a play that would 
send the audience forth into the 
night at the conclusion of the first 
performance, saying to one another: 


“Well, Ibsen may be dead, but—.” 
But, no, he wouldn’t have it that 
Way, my leading man character 
wouldn't. He was so self-willed! 
Later he developed into a sunny- 
tempered, middle-aged barrister, 


with a strong vein of humor and a 
heart so full of warm, human sym- 
pathy that there was hardly room 
for the customary supply of cockles 
that always go with that sort of a 
heart; but at the time I am speaking 
of now he was very resolute and self- 
willed. 


I couldn’t do anything with him, 
and the other characters were al- 
most as bad. I wish I might make 
the reader understand how I thrash- 
ed around and swapped “strangle 
holts” and “half Nelson’s” with that 
obstinate crowd, until my typewriter 
was as limp as a rag. Human en- 
durance has its limit, which is the 
main reason why collectors of bad 
bills can make a living; and so at 
length my patience wore itself down 
to a thin fringe, and, feeling that I 
was honorably overcome by superior 
mumbers, I surrendered and told 


them to go ahead and have their 
own way. 
They had their own way, and I 


wrote a comedy. Though I say it, 
who shouldn't, it was a great com- 
edy. Between them the low-comedy 
characters and the eccentric types 
kept me in a constant roar with their 
whimsical doings and their apt say- 
ings. The landlady of the New York 
boarding-house where I lived used to 
come to my door and listen to the 
rollicking outbursts of laufter that 
filtered through the keyhole for 
hours ata time. Then she would go 
back downstairs and tell the other 
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boarders, that while she was not 
certain, she thought I must be one 
of those secret drinkers who keep 
a bottle in their room. 


AN ABODE OF LITERARY 
GENIUS. 


I think the other boarders mostly 
understood. In the main, they were 
literary persons themselves. Like 
me, they had come to New York to 
be near the great centers of literary 
supply and demand. There was one 
young man—a true Bohemian, but 
with the chucks still on—who be- 
longed to the leading Bohemian set 
of Michigan City, Ind. He had the 
room just over mine. He was writ- 
ing a novel of the decade. He said 
himself that it was the great novel 
of the decade. All that winter I 
used to hear him, overhead, walking 
back and forth, back and forth. I 
supposed for a while that he was 
walking for inspiration; but later I 
decided that he was trying to nerve 
himself to take a bath. He con- 
quered the baser impulse, however, 
and remained a true Bohemian until 
spring. 

After dinner we used to sit in the 
parlor of the boarding-house until 
the landlady’s daughter's beau came, 
telling one another what we were 
doing, and dissecting the works of 
various persons who had somehow 
or other won a transient distinction 
in the realms of literature and the 
drama. If the ears of Augustus 
Thomas or Edith Wharton ever 
burned of an evening during the win- 
ter of 1905-1906, this is to let them 
know the reason. 

Then we would scatter each to his 
or her or their room, and add a 
chapter to the book, or a scene to 
the play, or a verse to the epic poem, 
as the case might be. So for months 
I went along, guiding the sprightly 
currents of my comedy over rippling 
reefs of laufter, thru splashing 
cascades of chuckles, and past the 
dimpling eddies where quiet smiles 
lurked in the shadows, until all was 
blended in the splendid, reverberat- 
ing Minnehaha of my third act. 


In due season the play was finisht. 
But at the very last I had to do it 
all over again, practically. It oc- 
curred to me to count up the words 
in it. There were forty-six thousand 
and some odd hundreds of them. 
Figuring fifteen thousand words to 
the average comedy, mine would run 
about three nights and a Saturday 
matinee. +I felt that I should have 
to do some pruning. I hated to do 


it—it was like chopping slices out 
of a Rembrandt to make it fit a 
frame, but I realized that I must 


condense the play into the space of 
one evening, or else antagonize the 
critics. 

I went to work and cut and 
slashed with a brave hand, although 
sometimes, when a particularly 
strong passage had to be trimmed, 
I felt as 3f I were amputating my 


own legs.§ Finally I had my comedy 
reduced the conventional limits, 
and I se¥ out to do what I had 


| 


thought would be the easiest 


detail of the undertaking— 
placing it. 
I took it first to a prom- 


inent producer, whom I will 
eall Charles Slowman, to dis- 
tinguish him from his brother 
Daniel. I didn’t see Mr. Slow- 
man personally; he was de- 
| tained, it seemed, by pressing 
business somewhere in an 
inner office of his suite. I saw 
one of his readers, a slender 
young man with a high fore- 
head and a pre-occupied manner. 
In delivering the manuscript to this 
young man, I could not forbear 
sketching »ut for him some of the 
main situations. At several points 
I was unable to restrain my amuse- 
ment, and guffawed heartily, but he 
was evidently a person with a false 
sense of dignity, and he continued 
thruout to manifest an air of com- 
posure, which must have been feign- 
ed. When I was thru he took the 
manuscript from my hand, tossed it 
upon a pile of similar manuscripts, 
told me I would hear from Mr. Slow- 
man in due time, and said ‘“good- 
bye” several times in a rapid and 
hurried manner. 

In due time I did hear from Mr. 
Slowman. In returning my play to 
me he had gone to the trouble of 
having a neat little printed slip 
struck off on my account. The slip 
said it was a very good play, but, 
owing to Mr. Slowman being stocked 
up with stuff by Clyde Fitch and 
George Ade and Henry Arthur Jones, 


it was unavailable at this time. He 
didn’t exactly mention Fitch and 
those by name, but the inference 


was plain. At the bottom of the 
printed matter, Mr. Slowman had 
added a note—in his own handwrit- 
ing, I felt sure—saying that there 
was one serious flaw in my play—a 
flaw which he pointed out briefly. 


THE BLINDNESS OF THE 
MANAGERS. 


I didn’t like to quarrel with an ex- 
perienced producer, but I felt bound 
to do justice both to myself and to 
the play. I reflected that from time 
to time Slowman had brought out 
failures, and that he had been guilty 
of other errors of judgment; so I 
made no attempt to remedy what he 
had been pleased to call a flaw. In 
the first place, looking at it from any 
angle, I couldn't see how it could be 
fairly considered as a flaw, and in the 
second place, I couldn't touch it with- 
out changing the whole play. I felt 
that my nerves couldn't stand the 
strain of another struggle with those 
characters. Besides, time was pass- 
ing, and the season for putting out 
new plays was rapidly approaching. 
I decided to pass up Slowman and let 
another manager have a chance. 


So I took it to one whom I will 
call Lee Flobert. He liked it very 
much, he said—or, rather, his secre- 
tary said so for him; but there 
a certain flaw which made it im- 
possible for the Flobert interests to 
produce my play just then. Strange- 
ly enuf, Mr. Flobert’s flaw was in the 
first act, whereas the one which Mr. 
Slowman thought he had discovered 
was in the second act. I said to my- 
self that there appeared to be a con- 
spiracy against me somewhere; and, 
besides, what was the use of fussing 
around with managers who were 
looking for flaws instead of plays? 
So I marked the name of Flobert off 
my list, and went to Mr. Grady. 

Mr. Grady was greatly pleased with 
the comedy, so his stenografer re- 
ported, but there was a flaw in it— 


was 


in the last act, this time. Hamdilly’s 
file-clerk bore me an almost similar 
message on behalf of his employer; 
Shaw & Clawhanger’'s head office-boy 
said practically the same thing, and 
so did the man who swept out for 
Wagonfuls & Tempter, except that 
each one of these flushed his par- 
ticular covey of flaws at a different 
point from the others. 


To sum up, I will simply state that 


this play is still in my possession. , 


I am holding it for a purpose. Some 
day there will be a demand for a 
play made up of flaws—not a play 
with a mere incidental flaw flecked 
here and there, but a play that is 


composed of one strong flaw super- 
that on | 


imposed on another, and 
another, and so on. Then I shall 
take my comedy out from the bottom 
tray of my trunk, where it now lies 
under a dress-suit which my waist- 
measure has outgrown. I shall brush 
the moth-crystals off it, hold it aloft, 
and say: 

“Gentlemen, here are the goods!” 

In case you should happen to see 
it, I will mention its name here. 
It is called “The Sure Return.” 


A PLUNGE INTO MUSICAL 
COMEDY. 


I had spent five months writing a 
comedy and six months trying to 
place it, and I have it yet. Now 
comes the second part of my un- 
varnished story, in which it will be 
shown that sometimes the race is 
to the swift. 


One day I got a message from a 
manager whose specialty is produc- 
ing musical comedies and comic 
operas—they being musical comedies 
if made in America, and comic 
operas if imported from England 
and done over here for home con- 
sumption. This gentleman invited 
me to call on a matter of business. 

I had always felt that I would sit 
down some morning after breakfast 
and write a really good musical show 
—a feeling which is shared, I am 
convinced, by nearly everybody who 
sees such entertainments. I was at 
the manager's office promptly on 
time. He took me up-town to a store- 
age warehouse, and showed me an 
outfit of scenery, a large number of 
costumes, and an ample supply of 
theatrical properties. These articles, 
he explained, had been used in a 
musical show which he produced the 
year before, and which failed be- 
cause of a number of unforseen cir- 
cumstances and adverse conditions, 
for which he could in no wise be held 
to blame. The scenery and costumes 
and things had never been seen in 
New York, he said, and were good as 
new. What he wanted me to do was 
to write a bright, musical comedy 
around them. He had already en- 
gaged a capable musician to do the 
score, and so I wouldn't have to 
worry about that. I was glad to hear 
this, because, altho gifted and attrac- 
tiv in many ways, I am not a mu- 
sician. 

I felt flattered. The manager askt 
me how long I thought it ought to 
take me to write the book and lyrics. 
There would have to be some extra 
lyrics, he said, because it always 
happened that they threw out a lot 
of numbers during rehearsals. 

I made a rapid mental calculation, 
and told him that in my opinion 
about three months, or maybe four, 
should be allowed for the work, if 
done properly. His manner became 
almost violent. 

“Mushiful Evans!” he exclaimed. 
“What's the matter—got creeping 
paralysis of the intellect, or some- 
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thing like that? Why, man alive, 
you've got your scenery and your 
props and your costumes and all that. 
All you’ve got to do is just write to 
‘em. George Hobart, or one of those 
fellows, wouldn’t want more than a 
day, or a day and a half at the out- 
side, for a little job like that. Still, 
of course, we've got to figure that 
you are a little bit new at the game, 
and give you plenty of time. There'll 


have to be three acts, because we've - 


got three sets of scenery. Let’s see 
now—this is Tuesday; suppose you 
give me the first act day after tomor- 
row, so I can see what the parts are 
going to be like, and get the company 
signed up. You must give me the 
last two acts by next Saturday night, 
because I’ve got the chorus called for 
rehearsals on Monday morning. And 
say, let it all be good, bright, new 
stuff, will you; none of that old junk 
they’ve all been pulling.” ‘ 

I wouldn't like to say that I workt 
like a Trojan, because I don’t know 
how hard a Trojan can work. I do 
know the Trojans have a large an- 
nual output of linen collars and 
laundry machinery and Republican 
‘politicians to their credit, so I as- 
sume that they are earnest workers; 
but if anybody in Troy workt any 
harder than I did that week, his 
union will probably take his cdrd 
away from him for violating the 
eight-hour law, should the true facts 
become known. I ate little and slept 
less, but when Saturday night came, 
the third act was ready. 


HIS MAJESTY, THE STAGE- 
MANAGER. 


No time was lost. On Sunday I 
was called upon to read the completed 
work to the gentleman who had been 
chosen for stage manager. He was a 
stout, impressiv person, whose figure 
sloped outward and downward in a 
series of overlapping layers. When 
he stood up sideways, he made you 
think of a pagoda. 


He shook hands with me, and then, 
remarking that he had been up late 
the night before, he settled down in 
his chair, and dropt off instantly. 
However, he must have been a light 
sleeper, for several time when I 
paused to get my breath, he roused 
up and told me to go on. When I 
was thru reading, he waked up slow- 
ly, took possession of the manuscript, 
and said (yawn) that it read all 
right (gape), and he had no doubt 
Ciong, double yawn) that he’d be able 
to lick it into shape and make some- 
thing out of it. He then passed 
somnambulantly out into the twilight. 

The next time I saw him he was 
not to be likened to a pagoda. He 
had become a human volcano in an 
activ state of eruption, pouring out 
live ashes, molten lava, powdered 
pumice, and the hot tar of inspired 
invectiv. It was in a hall, and he 
was conducting a rehearsal. He had 
his coat off, and was busier than a 
boss canvasman when the show- 
train has been delayed by a washout. 

He was having things his own 
way. The principals, haughty enuf 
on the street, were as dumb, driven 
cattle. The abasht chorus girls and 
the sad chorus men—and a chorus 
man at a rehearsal is probably the 
saddest sight ever presented to the 
moistened eye of pity—they also were 
his, body and soul, to do with as he 
chose. He was their sole proprietor, 
their Simon Legree, their Great 
White Father. From time to time, 
however he gave them a moment’s 
peace while he rent to further frag- 
ments that frayed and frazzled wisp 
of a thing which had been the book. 

It was with the utmost difficulty 
that I recognized the wraith of my 
brain-child. Once, and once only, in 
the still, small voice of the oft-trod- 
den-on-and-seldom-turning worm, I 
went so far as to protest against the 
brutal massacre of one of my best 
scenes. Never shall I forget what 
followed. He charged down on me 
the length of the long hall, and be- 


fore .an interested audience of his 
white slaves, he informed me, in the 
voice of a squeaky lead-pencil rasp- 
ing across an exposed nerve in a 
neuralgic lower jaw—providing such 
a combination would have such a 
voice—that I was merely the incon- 
sequential, futile-faced dub _ that 
wrote the piece, and that my wishes 
in the matter didn’t amount to a 
hyphenated, double-cleft, asterisked, 
Billy-be-accursed blank space with 
him. He then ordered me to begone. 

So I be-went. In the hallway, 
where I paused to think up a per- 
fectly splendid retort that would have 
just suited the emergency if I had only 
thought of it three minutes sooner, 
I heard muffled sobs. The man who 
had done the musical numbers was 
leaning up against a janitor, sobbing 
in baffled rage mixed with poignant 
sorrow. Together we fared forth in- 
to the pitiless night—joint parents 
of a murdered offspring. 


THE POWER OF STAGE 
TRADITIONS. 


Days passed before I dared venture 
back to the scene of the crime. Some- 
how things had progressed. Stranger 
still, there were places where you 
could still detect traces of the plot, 
and spots where the skilled ear might 
recognize scraps of the original mu- 
sic. The stage manager had not 
become an extinct crater, by any 
means, but he now seethed more 
mildly. The principals had begun to 
perk up. The chorus girls were get- 
ting almost cocky. Even the chorus 
men no longer flinched when spoken 
to. 

It was at this period that I learned 
something of the traditions of the 
musical-comedy stage. I didn’t think 
there were any ethics to be followed 
in musical-comedy-producing, but 
just the same there are—oodles of 
them. For example, we had a scene 
where a group of chorus men were 
made up as sailors. They came in, 
yeheaving and yehoing, and lifting up 


first one leg and then the other by 
yanking on their waistbands. 

Having gained heart, I ventured 
to ask the stage manager why this 
should be so. 

“There's nothing in the play, so 
far as I know, that says these sailor 
boys have the white swelling,’’ was 
my remark. “Why, then, should they 
make their entrance in this way?” 

“Why?” he _ repeated. “Why?” 
Why, because they always have. And 
that’s all there is to it!” 

Which, indeed, was all there was 
to it. In the merry, merry world of 
musical comedies, the terriers of the 
craft may worry the poor rat of a 
book to death—and they do; they 
may gnaw the vitals of the musical 
score with their merciless teeth—and 
they do; they may bite off the feet of 
the songs—and they do; but the tra- 
ditions endure and are unafraid, no 
impious hand dare lay the weight of 
an unhallowed finger upon them. 
All proper stage sailors must look as 
if they had hip disease, just as all 
comic opera banditti must apparently 
suffer from sore legs, and wrap them 
from the knees to the ankles in buff 
bandages, with criss-cross tapes. 

But to revert to the main issue. 
The play went on at a Broadway 
theater. I had my dream. I saw my 
name in print on the program—wigs 
by Jones, costumes by Brown, shoes 
by Robinson, piano loaned by Green, 
book by Me. My friends congratu- 
lated; they said I was discovered. I 
shall pass over the miseries of the 
first night; the audience is said to 
have suffered, but I suffered more 
severely. I stayed up to get the first 
copies of the morning papers, and 
read what the critics said. Then I 
knew that what my friends said was 
wrong. They thought I was going to 
be discovered, whereas I had merely 
been exposed. 

And that’s the way to write a play. 
Sometimes a play succeeds and some- 
times it fails. 

Mine failed. 


F the vaudevil artist is of open 
mind and sincerely desirous of 
bettering his act, and, conse- 

quently. his own standing in his 
profession, he will admit the truth 
of the following quotation: “The 
man who has good judgment, never 
relies wholly upon his own. He 
realizes that wisdom is not the ex- 
clusiv property of any man, and that 
two good heads are better than one.” 
Given a new act, an opportunity 
to present it and a disposition to 
make the most of his chances, the 
artist can then do no more than pre- 
sent the specialty in accord with 
his own best lights. That is to say, 
he can do no more than rehearse 
with care, study the situations and 
work them out to what seem. to 
him, is the best advantage and then 
trust to his own conception (if he 
will not take suggestions from 
others) to “put the act across.” 


But at best this method is a one- 
sided proposition. An act is not al- 
ways seen from the front in the 
same light the artist would have it 
viewed. To the artist the act is all 
there is to concern him in the bill: 
to the auditor the act is a single 
item in a whole program of enter- 
tainment. Personal interest in the 
prosperity of the individual does 
not extend to the audience in front: 
the auditor seeks only a full and 
ample return, in value of entertain- 
ment, for the cash he has left at 
the box-office. 


Sometimes because he has paid 
his admission and sometimes be- 
cause he has not, the “critic” is 
permitted to sit in front: whether 
or not he has paid his admission, he 
sits in the same general judgment 
upon the performance that his 
neighbor, who is not a “critic,” as- 
sumes. The chief difference is in 
the expression of approval or dis- 
approval. 


The theatergoer, who is on hand 
to be entertained, expresses his in- 


A Criticism 


dividual opinion by applause, or his 
disapproval by withholding plaudits. 
The “critic” may not share in the 
applause, one way or another, but 
his opinion is spread ‘in imperish- 
able type, where those who seek his 
opinion find them indelibly reflected 
for their consideration. 

Curiously enuf the “critic’s” opin- 
ion is*accepted by the artist in ex- 
actly the bearing it has tpon the 
“eriti@s” opinion of the artist. If 
the weiter shall agree with the art- 
ist in ‘the opinion that the artist has 
with intelligence and good show- 
manship extracted from the act the 
greatést possibilities; if he shall 
opine that the artist is an artist, in- 
deed, and shall heap fulsome praise 
upon the artist and his offering, 
then the “critic’’ becomes the crite- 
rion of all that is worthy in the pub- 
lisht expression of salaried opinion. 
With glee the arttst carries the clip- 
ping ¢or individual exploitation and 
asks every acquaintance who will 
stop to listen: “Did you see what 
the Newspaper said about my new 
act?” 

On the contrary, if the writer, who 
has geen the act from the front, 
just as he has witnest hundreds of 
vaudevil acts in pursuit of his call- 
ing 4 a purveyor of salaried opin- 
ion, dhall find in the construction 
of th@ act, weakness; in the acting 
of the offering unskillful achieve- 
ment or shall declare the artist to 
have undertaken a greater task than 


, 


he seems capable of fulfilling, the. 


written words of the “critic’’ forth- 
with become “one man’s opinion’’— 
when the clipping is shown to the 
artist by one of his “friends."" Care- 


of the Critics 


fully note that the artist does not 
carry about with him for display to 
every person who will stop to heed 
the “fone man’s opinion.””. Human 
nature, in others than actors, would 
not permit of that; certainly the 
artist would not be expected to ex- 
ploit opinions adverse to those he 
holds of himself. 


Nevertheless, criticism, honest en- 
deavor to find and suggest remedies 
for shortcomings, sincere desire to 
contribute ideas to augment those of 
others, have a markt value if right- 
ly appreciated. “Two heads are 
better,”’ indeed, than one. Wanton 
fault-finding, haphazard assault and 
the expression of opinion by writ- 
ers unfitted for the task of review- 
ing is not well-considered criticism 
any more than is every adverse 
opinion a “roast.” 

It is utterly impossible to conduct 
a theatrical trade paper without 
friendships, and of such value are 
the partisan supporters of a theatri- 
cal paper, that the publisher has 
need of great courage and must be 
peculiarly constituted to admit to 
his pages an adverse opinion of the 
efforts of a loyal constituant. Never- 
theless, the editor, who can pass 
opinion with an open mind and let 


it reflect upon the effort and not the © 


individual, has arrived a step nearer 
the ideal conduct of a trade journal. 
The advertising friend is a mighty 
factor in the assets of a theatrical 
paper; and it should be within the 
possibilities of newspaper conduct 
to criticize without offending a sub- 
stantial supporter. 

So common is the belief that ad- 
vertising, or the want of it, dictates 


the opinion of some criticisms that 
to deny the existance of this conclu- 
sion in many minds would be fruit- 
less. It is an opinion so well fixed 
that to a vast majority of theatrical 
trade paper readers the reviewers 
bring opinions which carry no weight 
one way or another. An unfortun- 
ate condition, indeed, for a criticism 
carrying an honest opinion is entitled 
to as much weight and consideration 
as are the editorial expressions of 
your favorit morning paper. 

The causes leading to present 
conditions of criticism and the cur- 
rent effect of criticism in some the- 
atrical trade papers are not hard 
to deduce. When “variety” as en- 
tertainment was turned into ‘‘vaude- 
vil” the trade newspaper field was 
limited to a few publications. These 
few papers had, previous to the ad- 
vent of B. F. Keith as a factor in 
producing, promoting and perpetu- 
ating “vaudevil,” paid scant heed 
to “variety” artists as a class. Some 
papers had entirely ignored them, 
while others treated the “variety” 
field along with sports of all kinds, 
dramatics and entertainments of all 
sorts. Thus, for some time, in the 
early days of ‘“‘vaudevil,” the vaude- 
vil artist had no open sponsor in the 
field of journalism. No paper spe- 
ecialized: none seemed to partricu- 
larly care, save in a general way, 
about the vaudevilian. 


But as “trade follows the flag” the 
need of papers devoting more space 
to vaudevil, indeed specializing, be- 
came apparent, and with the estab- 
lishment of new papers there came 
a realization to the minds of the es- 
tablisht publishers that ‘“‘vaudevil” 
was to become a mighty factor in 
entertaining the nation. To attract 
immediate and profitable attention 
to themselves, the new papers found 
it necessary to combat the old pa- 
pers with new methods; and it 
seemed expedient that the new

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THEATRICAL PUBLICITY FROM A DRAMATIC 
EQITOR’S VIEWPOINT 


By LEWIS HILLHOU$E 


O long as the American theater- 
S going public is more inter- 
ested in an actress’ frocks 

and her foibles, or an actor’s good 
looks or eccentricities than in the 
quality of acting given out by them 
over the footlights, I can not see 
much prospect for a badly-needed 
revolution in the method of theatri- 
cal publicity. After all, it comes 
down to a large extent to traditional 
justification made by the theatrical 
manager, “Give the public what it 
wants.” But that justification is be- 
ing workt to death, I think, in the 
question of theatrical publicity. It 
is based largely on what managers 
suppose to be plain, commercial nec- 
essity. They have an article to sell. 
They must get it before the public in 
what is supposed to be the most 
successful method. This method is 
commonly believed to be the delug- 
ing of the country with wierd, fan- 
tastic, imaginativ fiction about play- 
ers. Having decided this point, the 
managers engage crafty and unctuous 
young men with an ability to cajole 
dramatic editors into using stories 
ef questionable accuracy. If the 
stories are printed, the press agent 
is credited with being a success. The 
accuracy or veracity of the yarns he 
has had publisht are never question- 
ed in managerial sanctums. Space 
counts, verity is of no consequence. 
The result of this is that hundreds 
of press agents have become wholly 
irresponsible as truth tellers, and 
think no more of trying to hoodwink 
a dramatic editor or a guileless pub- 
lic than borrowing a cigaret. In 
Justice to the press agent, it is only 
fair to say he is frequently driven to 
this attitude, for he knows that if he 
does not deliver the publicity goods, 
he will be discharged at some water 
tank, and someone less scrupulous 
and more activ will be put on the 
job. So he goes afield with a satchel 
full of nicely type-written, “Not du- 
plicated in your city” yarns, and pro- 


The jaded taste of Broadway is 
supposed to demand drama of a 
rather strong flavor, yet the latest 
offering is a “pretty little old-fash- 
foned tale, charged with an essen- 


tially modern spirit, and embellisht 
with much quaint humor and senti- 
ment!” Is this a dish to be set be- 
fore a public that is reputed to de- 
mand a punch with each act in its 
theatrical fare? But it is what Win- 
throp Ames has brought forward with 
the quaint label, “Prurella.” Some 
of the newspapers are thankful that 
we still have managers who believe 
in “a more enlightened order of play- 
goers,” and Mr. Ames in his beau- 
tiful Little Theater is not neglectful 
of their needs. . Prunella, the work 
of two Englishmen, Granville Barker 
and Laurence Housman, is English to 
the core, and has been a favorit with 
English playgoers since it first saw 
light ten years or more ago at the 
Court Theater, in London. It has 
been a little slow in coming to us, 
but by a strange coincidence it shows 
how the theme of many a contem- 
porary play that seeks its effects 
from disagreeable realism may be 
treated without these features. In 
it we see, as the New York Evening 
Post puts it, “the peril into which 
innocence may be plunged by ignor- 
ance and the folly of an educativ 
system based upon the presumption 
that dangers cease to exist when they 
are not suspected.’ The Evening Post, 
in giving an outline of the story, re- 
minds us that elsewhere we should 
look in vain did we seek to find this 
theme treated “with such poetic 


ceeds to g, command or black-jack 
the stuff Unto the newspapers, accord- 
ing to the estimate he puts on the 
temperament of the dramatic editor. 

The avid public used to swallow 
it, bait, hook, line and sinker. But 
as a dramatic editor, I want to say 
to the managers that the day of in- 
nocence and gullibility on the part 
of the public is going, and going fast, 
if, indeed, the bell has not already 
been ns upon it. I know what I 
am talking about when I say that 
the old line of press agent yarns has 
been useé so extravagantly and per- 
sistently ‘that in the case of some 
newspapers, not one reader in one 
hundred Qoday believes more than a 
tenth of What he reads. Newspaper 
subscribe$s are becoming  sofisti- 
cated to a degree which would startle 
the average press agent if he realized 
it. But he does not stop long enuf 
in one place to allow the facts to 
eatch up with him. And so he goes 
on and on, scattering his Munchau- 
sen “dopt” up and down the land, 
full of withering contempt for the 
people who read it and the editors 
who print it. 

The reading public has no con- 
ception of the quantity of the com- 
modity, rofessionally known = as 
“stuff,” which is dumped upon the 
dramatic feditor’s table. A large. 
wide, ace waste paper basket, with 
an insatiable appetite for “more.” 
swallows most of the stuff thus re- 
ceived. And why? Because most of 
it is untrue, silly, and also for the 
very important reason that its pub- 
lication would quickly react on the 
newspapet which publisht it. and 
give it a reputation for mendacity. 
The newspaper has a reputation to 
protect, and so has the dramatic 
editor, altho the latter care is not of 
particular consequence to anyone ex- 
cept himself. But the dramatic editor 
realizes that most people believe that 
every line {: theatrical news appear- 
ing in a paper is written by some 


member of fhe staff. That puts the 
responsibilit’ on the paper itself, and 
it simply has to be careful. 

The manager overestimates the 
commercial value of mere publicity, 
sans truth and fact. Personally, I 
never knew one person to buy a sin- 
gle ticket to see an actress who had 
been made the heroine of a purely 
fictitious hair-breath escape, or an 
actor whose villa at New Rochelle 
was supposed to be surrounded by 
sod cut from the sacred moors at 
Stratford-On-Avon, or who has been 
invested by the press agent with the 
halo of manufactured romance. 

The lure such publication has with 
reference to an actress in a serious 
part in a serious play is negligible. 
Dramatic editors who refuse such 
stuff are really, in the end, the best 
friends the stage has got, altho they 
may not be popular with the press 
agent guild. 

I am perfectly safe in saying that, 
if a newspaper has the space to give, 
that almost any interesting, accurate 
and new story about a play or a 
player will find its way into its col- 
umns. It may not appear on the day 
requested, nor with the altitudinous 
headlines cunningly suggested, but 
it will appear. Press agents should 
remember that newspapers which 
guard their columns most carefully 
are the newspapers which are most 
influential with the theater-going 
public. 

There are several points I want to 
make in trying to suggest the reform 
which is on the way. One of them 
is this: quality and not quantity in 
theatrical press publicity is the ele- 
ment which has the real punch. 
While Americans never would want 
theatrical publicity reduced to the 
brevity and dryness it has acquired 
in England or Europe, there is am- 
ple opportunity for contraction in 
this country, particularly when con- 
traction means better quality. We 
read a terrific lot of plain, ordinary 


slop today. It can be eliminated 
with profit. If the public were train- 
ed to get its news and its interest 
from paragrafs instead of from 
columns, the result would be just the 
same in the box office. 


In several months of investigation 
of London theaters, I was able to get 
all the solid information I wanted 
concerning plays and players—and I 
wanted considerable information, too 
—out of such very matter-of-fact 
newspapers as the Times, the Tele- 
zraph, the Westminster Gazette, th- 
Standard, and so on. Their style, as 
was said before, may not be desirab‘e 
in this country, but a compromise 
between the custom here and the 
custom there certainly is desirable. 
And I am keeping in mind the thea- 
ter managers’ real necessities when 
I say this. 


We are feeding too much on the- 
atrical spices, paprika and pepper. 
We have lost sight of the really im- 
portant thing in the theater, and that 
is the standards of art in acting and 
dramatic literature. Not every one 
has lost it, of course. There are still, 
in every city, a dependable number 
of intelligent people whom neither 
the actor, the playwright nor the 
critic can deceive. But the number 
is not growing rapidly enuf. I some- 
times doubt if it is growing at all. 
It should grow, regularly, extensivly. 
Whatever tends, in the management 
of the theater or in methods of pub- 
licity, to stimulate interest in the 
superficialities of the stage, the inane 
and unimportant personalities, at 
the expense of the solid and the real, 
helps to Knock the props from under 
the future of the theater. It is 
wrong to suppose that all actors en- 
joy the kind of publicity they are 
getting today. I have seen many, 
many men and women of the stage 
simply writhe when reading some 
silly story regarding them—a story,

walled garden, a peaceful paradise, in 
which no sight or sound of the wicked 
world without has ever been per- 
mitted to enter. Within these slum- 
berous precincts, in an old cottage 
nestling beneath the thatch of cen- 
turies, the jovely girl, Prunella, or- 
phan of a Mother who fled with a 
wandering artist, has been reared, in 
puritanical geclusion, by three over- 
fone and over-anxious maiden aunts, 
the Misses Prude, Prim and Privacy. 
She has been taught to conduct her- 
self with the most perfect propriety 
and the most unquestioning obedi- 
ence, and she has been stuffed with 
the moral maxims of expurgated 
primers. She has never lookt upon 
a young ma, and has been carefully 
instructed that the story about the 
existence of such a person in the 
moon isa myth. Her only male com- 
panions ary three old gardeners, 
whose insistgnce upon the fact that 
nature must foe pruned if she is to be 
kept within Shbounds does not strike 
her with any particular relevance. 
Nor does she derive much satisfaction 
from a statue of Love in the garden, 
modeled long ago by her unremem- 
bered father., On one eventful day a 
troupe of strolling players pass thru 


the village, and, in spite of all pre- 
cautions—for the aunts employ all 
bars and bolts against these dread 
invaders—the leader of them, our old 
friend Pierrot, aided by his rascally 
jackal, Scaramel, gains admission. 
Prunella has never dreamed of a 
creature so entrancing, and, after her 
first kiss, falls a ready victim to his 
wiles. When he and his roistering 
companions, Hawk, Kennel, Callow, 
Mouth, Doll, Romp, Tawdry and Co- 
quette, return at night to serenade 
her (having stolen the key of the 
gate), while all the household is con- 
veniently asleep—a condition which 
is highly improbable, but which must 
be taken, presumably, in an allegor- 
ical sense—she allows herself, in all 
innocence, to be carried down a lad- 
der from her bedroom window, and, 
after brief and bewildered resistance 
to his ardent and artful wooing—in 
which he is assisted by the statue of 
Love, which becomes oracularly vocal 
—she consents to flee, and is straight- 
way transformed into a Pierette. 
“Three years later, death and ruin 
have befallen the cottage. Only one 
of the old aunts survives, and she, a 
pauper, has been obliged to sell the 
place to a rich stranger. This is 
Pierrot, who has deserted Prunella, 
and now, believing her to be dead, is 
broken-hearted. No longer can he 


find any relief in the ribaldries of his 
boon companions, which now pall up- 
on him. For their part, they deem 
him mad when he insists upon re- 
enacting the scenes of the elopement 
three years before in the hope of 
raising at last the shade of the lost 
Pierette. The latter, of course, is not 
dead, but, as a broken wanderer, 
crawls home to die, while the stage 
is empty. She reproaches the stone, 
Love, for his measure of responsi- 
bility in her misfortunes, and again 
receives from him an orcular assur- 
ance, of which the symbolism was not 
made very definite on Saturday eve- 
ning. To Pierrot, when she con- 
fronts him a little later, she seems a 
spirit, and when she appeals to him 
to accompany her, he regards it as 
an invitation to death. But now for 
her sake, being at odds with life, he 
is willing even to die, and upon this 
proof that pure love has succeeded 
to selfish passion, she takes him in 
her, arms, and the curtain falls.” 

“IT have heard it said that New 
York will not ‘fall for any such 
stuff,’"’ remarks that most sophisti- 
cated of our weekly journals, Town 
Topics, “but I hold that, besotted by 
commercialism and the lust of purely 
fysical sensation, as we are, there 
are still enuf of us left with the 
poetry in our souls to keep Prunella 
with us for many a day.” This same 
journal warns off “that unmitigated 
and omnipresent nuisance, ‘the tired 
business man,’” and prays heaven 
that “his snores will never disturb 
the Little Theater while Prunella is 
holding the boards there.”"—Literary 
Digest. 
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THE WALL STREET OF VAUDEVIL 


ing house for vaudevil where 

every. first-class act on the 
nativ and European stage is repre- 
sented and traded in as an amuse- 
ment staple. To the men and women 
of variety, this clearing house for 
entertainers of all kinds from intelli- 
gent animals to Sarah Bernhardt, is 
known as the United Booking Offices. 
It is located in the Putnam Building, 
and the presiding genius who has 
made “big business” out of amuse- 
ment is E. P. Albee. Half a dozen 
floors are given over to the executiv 
offices and headquarters of the mag- 
nates of vaudevil and their allied 
agents and managers. This is the 
home of “Big Time” in the argot of 
the two-a-day artists, and every first- 
class vaudevil theater in America is 
an integral part of the great organi- 
zation that has linkt up a once dis- 
organized and inchoate business into 
a wonderfully co-ordinated and ef- 
ficient institution. The halls and 
elevators of the Putnam Building are 
crowded all day long with vaudevil 
performers, seeking audience with 
the booking powers who determine 
the weekly programs in Portland, 
Maine, and Portland, Oregon, and 
every city and major town between. 

The tutor of Peter, the man 
monkey, enters with his simian 
protege, silk-hatted and frock-coated, 
for a call at headquarters. In the 
same car going up is Bird Millman, 
the blonde wire walker, who is el- 
bowed by Boganny, the lunatic baker. 
Joe Welch, the Hebrew monologist, 
is chatting with Frank Fogarty, the 
Irish comedian, and they are jostled 
by Conroy and Lemaire, who special- 
ize in Ethiopian comedy. Edna Good- 
rich, robed in the latest spring frock 
from the Rae de la Paix, grees pretty 
Bessie Wynn, and both are cheerily 
accosted by Cecilia Loftus, who is 
on her way to get contracts for the 
Orpheum Circuit. 

If you are a vaudevil fan, just loiter 
in the entrance of the Putnam Build- 
ing any week day, and in the course 
of a few hours a hundred of your 
favorits will pass in or out. They all 
zo to 1493 Broadway. It is the 
Mecca of variety, and the high priests 
are the men who give or withhold 
contracts. A highly specialized slang 
is spoken here, the vocabulary of 
vaudevil being elaborate and highly 
expressiv. A hit is always a “riot,” 
while a fiasco is a “flop.” To be 
jeered from the gallery is “getting 
the bird,” but to be applauded vocif- 
erously is to “clean up.” A woman 
who works all by herself is a “single 
woman.” Two women working to- 
gether are a “sister act.” An act in 
which no word is spoken, as in jug- 
giing and acrobatic turns is a “dumb 
act.” The position of an act on the 
bill is the “spot.” 


But to return to the United Book- 
ing Offices and the clearing house 
methods of major vaudevil. The top 
floor of the Putnam Building contains 
a huge room filled with Circassian 
walnut desks, ranged in close forma- 
tion. Eaeh desk is allotted to the 
local or visiting representativ of each 
“big-time” house ir tne United 
States and Canada. In many cases 
a dozen houses are represented by 
one expert booking agent. The Or- 
pheum Circuit, for instance. includes 
the entire territory from Chicago to 
San Francisco, and one man with a 
staff of assistants books it. In 
another large room, opening off the 
booking men's quarters, is a huge 
table, around which gather the agents 
as the men who act as _ business 
agents for artists and acts are known. 
Now we have the men who buy acts 
and the men who sell acts in juxta- 
position. The agents have neat cards 
made out, listing all their acts and 
the weeks that each is at liberty,

reports upon past performances, and 
finds out just how Bruin’s bears, 
Nolan and Sweeney, or Millicent Mar- 
igold impresst the good people of 
Providence, Omaha and every other 
city they ever played. Telegraf in- 
struments tick madly, because every 
few minutes a cry for help comes in 
from neighboring cities, demanding 
fresh artists to take the place of 


those who have fallen sick, been in- 
jured or walkt out of the program 
for some reason or other. Long dis- 
tance telefones are jingling, and the 
whole place is a motor center of 
vaudevil energy. 


Buying and selling of acts goes on 
merrily. “I want an opening act for 
the week of June 24,” shouts the 
booking man from Trenton, N. J. A 
dozen agents offer him acrobats, bike 
riders, jugglers and other opening 
acts. Manager Jordan, of Keith’s, 
Philadelphia, wants a closing act. 
He selects it from a score that are 
offered. In this connection, be it 
known that there are hundreds of 
acts that are doomed to always open 
or close vaudevil bills. They are 
“dumb” acts, which are not disturbed 
by late comers or early goers. Other 
buyers clamor for single women, for 
acrobats, for animal acts, for comed- 
ians, for blackface turns, for kid 
specialties, violinists, quartets, solo- 
ists, educated chimpanzees, seals, 
dogs, macaws, dancers, sidewalk con- 
versationalists, monologists, sharp- 
shooters, trapeze performers, and 
every other kind of vaudevil enter- 
tainment and entertainer. No sooner 
is the want expresst than the agents 
strive to sell their clients’ services. It 
is a wide-open market. The law of 
supply and demand regulates prices. 
There is no bar to a buyer bidding 
as high as he wishes, and there is no 
hard and fast rule fixing prices for 
the salesmen. There is one iron-clad 
rule, however, and that is, that an 
act once sold for a week or a series 
of weeks, remains sold. A _ better 
offer received subsequently must be 
disregarded. The moment a buyer 
closes with an agent for an act, he 
fills out a slip with the name of the 
act, the price and the date, and reg- 
isters under a time clock, whose die 
times to seconds. Those slips deter- 
mine priority of claim in the event 
of dispute over a popular performer. 

Contracts are made out by experts 
in triplicate: they are sent to the 
Commissioner of Licenses for his 
O. K., and then the artist gets one, 
the theater another, while the third 
is filed at the United Booking Of- 
fices. 

During the business hours the rush 
and excitement of the booking offices 
is tremendous. Only officially desig- 
nated representativs of theaters and 
acts are permitted in the big rooms, 
but for them the place is as free as 
air. They buy and sell for all “big- 
time” acts and all “big-time” thea- 
ters. All first-class vaudevil centers 
in these rooms. Comedy is sold in 
quantity, dancers are to be had by 
the gross, monologists and singers 
likewise. Any act unbookt is in 
stock. There is a splendidly equipt 
legal department with 10,000 vol- 
umes in its library, presided over by 
Attorney Maurice Goodman, whose 
position is one of the biggest plums 
that can fall to a young lawyer, for 
while its responsibilities are huge, 
the salary is commensurate. He has 
a staff of legal assistants. There isa 
big family department that books the 
smaller houses affiliated with the 
United. A Club Department books 
for private entertainments, while a 
Cabaret Department supplies talents 
to restaurants. An alaborate press 
department, with an acre of filing 
cases, keeps track of all press matter, 
billing copy, advertising. fotografs 
and publicity in general. The services 
of this department cost the artists 
nothing. 

In a cozy corner office, quite out- 
side of the tumult, but within imme- 
diate reach, sits E. F. Albee, who, 
after B. F. Keith. created modern 
vaudevil. Mr. Keith is the man who 
found variety in the mire and raised 
it to the heights. In just thirty years

An enterprise of this kind, despite 
its industrial, agricultural, marine, 
in short, scientific and educational 
offerings, would, indeed, fall ignom-

showman. By no means the only 
element he contributes is that of 


amusing, for you will find that the 
man of affairs in the amusement 
world is eagerly taken into counsel 
in almost every separate department 
of the big International Institution, 
and altho the Exposition is fifteen 
months to the day distant, before 
its gates will swing open on Febru- 
ary 20, 1915, in anticipation of a 
tremondous human influx, neverthe- 
less, the personality of the show- 
man, his mind, and his hand, have 
already registered inerasable mark- 
ings. 

It is with pride that we refer to 
the astute judgment of President 


Cc. C. Moore, in selecting so ca- 
pacious and able a lieutenant as 
Frank Burt, whom the universe is 


now recognizing as Director of Con- 
cessions and Admissions, from a 
horde of applicants (for let it be 
understood by all that Mr. Burt had 
the honor thrust upon him both fig- 
urativly and literally). The ap- 
pointee, our readers will know, is 
an executiv member of the Stair and 
Havlin Theater Circuit, and for 
years was known as“an individual 
theater owner in Toledo and Cleve- 
land, Ohio, and more recently as 
proprietor of Lakeside Park in Den- 
ver, Colo. It is only natural that a 
man of Burt’s calibre should interest 
himself with exposition amuse- 
ments, and it is befitting that his 
stamp of approval be affixed upon 
each concession at Exposition City. 

The total list of concessions for 
1915 already granted would, indeed, 
be very long. The Billboard, of 
course, has no desire to concern it- 
self with any others than those of 
an amusement nature. 

Among the roster of concession- 
aires on the 1915 “Locks,” as the 
Boulevard of Mirth will be termed, 
and appropriately so, because of the 
mature of the event the Exposition 
celebrates, it is gratifying to dis- 
cover the name of Emmett W. Mc-

This spectacle 
presents the development of war 
vessels from the earliest galley to 
the modern Dreadnaught, with 
Peace on Earth, in which the navies 
of the world participate as the finale. 

In addition to these, Mr. McCon- 
nell will build a mammoth device 
on the order of the “Crazy House,” 
which he will style the “Nahren Pal- 
ast.” <A scenic reproduction of the 
Battle of Gettysburg will also em- 
blazon a portion of The Locks. A 
fifth amusement creation of this 
avenue will be termed the “dark 
horse” of the McConnell contribu- 
tions, and will be known as the 
“Frauden Rad.’ The inventor de- 
scribes this as a German mechanical 


contrivance. It is estimated that 
these five concessions will necessi- 
tate approximately two hundred 


men in all walks of life, from the 
manager, thru the barker and elec- 
trician, to the more humble 
ploye. 

This concessioner’s genius has al- 
so made possible the huge Inside 
Inn, which will offer a reasonable, 
as well as ample hostelry of two 
thousand five-hundred rooms, em- 
ploying a total of some one thou- 
sand and two hundred persons. 

In conceiving his Toyland G. U., 
Frederic Thompson has _ achieved 
the most unique, as well as the orig- 
inal concession of his making that 
has ever had the attention of the 
world since the fair in Chicago in 
1892. It is confidently expected by 
those who Know and have the expe- 
rience, as well as the acumen to 
predict with authority, that Toy- 
land will become a stimulant for 
many other Toylands in all parts of 
the globe, after the huge fair is 
over. Fire and Sword, under the 
name of the Fall of Adrianople, en- 
larged beyond the Luna Park pro- 
portions, will also be a feature in 
this enclosure. 

The writer has had the opportu- 
nity of learning to Know Mr. Thomp- 
son, not only as the concessioner, 
but as the dreamer, the inventor, 
and is increasingly imprest with the 
schemes that evolve from the cells 
of the brains that created Coney 
Island, New York’s Luna Park, and 
the Hippodrome. To observe this 
well-known man in his “Salon De 
Reve” in the Holbrook Building, San 
Francisco, surrounded with toy

propriate a eulogy from Mr. Mce- 
Connell, “Toyland will be a monu- 
ment of originality, because its in- 
ventor has not only conceived it, but 
has built it according to the bizarre 
architecture of a child, with his own 
hands.” 

Sam Naller, Frederic Thompson's 
aide-de-camp, has been a most con- 
sciencious, as well as a capable as- 
sistant to the success of the Prin- 
cipality of Toyland, G. U., before 
the beginning of the Exposition. 

Another name linkt most prom- 
inently in the circles of amusement 
promoters for the 1915 event is that 
of Frederick W. Swanton, who has 
long held prominence as the result 
of his aggressiv campaign in behalf 
of the development of the Santa 
Cruz Beach, at Santa Cruz, Califor- 
nia. He, at the time when the orig- 
inal committee of 200 on the P. P. 
Il. E. was formed, was chosen as one 
of their number, and such was his 
zeal that he resigned his Santa 
Cruz interests to become president 
and general manager of the Com- 
bined Amusements Company, which 
has figured prominently in the his- 
tory of Frank Burt's department of 
the Exposition. 

Henry Ellsworth has also leagued 
up with the Combined Amusements 
Company, as well as J. J. Dean, of 
the U. S. Land Department, and 
Alligator Joe, whose reptile farm 
and aviary have long been the boast 
of Palm Beach, Florida. 

Thus it is that Fred Swanton is 
responsible for the financing, as well 
as placing of the following four 
granted concessions with a retinue 
of at least two more possibilities 
for successful application to the 
committee on Concessions. Those 
amusement features under the ban- 
ner of the Combined Amusements 
Company already granted are: The 
Dayton Flood, (enfranchised to 
Henry W. Ellsworth); The Sub- 
marine, (enfranchised to Gunzen- 
dorfer Bros.); Alligator Joe's Alliga- 
tor Farm, (enfranchised to J. J. 
Dean, in connection with Alligator 
Joe himself); and two separate 
Carousels granted exclusivly to Fred- 
erick W. Swanton, himself, not to 
mention Karlsbadt Wafers and Con- 
fections, as well as the Austrian 
Sweets and Chocolates, both of 
which are granted to the partner- 
ship application of William Loomis, 
of Vienna, Austria, and Frederick 
W. Swanton. The energetic head 
of the Combined Amusements Com- 
pany expresses great optimism over 
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the granting of his concession for 
Seer’s Gypsy Camp, and it is alto- 
gether likely that this concession 
will have been admitted to The 
Locks by the time this article con- 
fronts the eyes of its readers. 


A word at this point concerning 
Henry Ellsworth would not come 
amiss, insomuch as this representa- 
tiv exponent of mammoth scenic 
spectacles, who makes possible the 
“Dayton Flood” for the edification 
of the merry makers who will mean- 
der multitudinously down The 
Locks of mirth, has also made ap- 
plication for the erection of another 
scenic spectacle to be termed “The 
Four Seasons” in which the glorify- 
ing charms of eacn quarter of the 
year will be grafically reproduced 
mechanically. As to the “Dayton 
Flood,” which has the endorsement 
of Governor Cox, Mayor Phillips and 
the filanthropist, John Patterson, 
this spectacle, with its tragedy of 
recent date, handled by a man who 
thoroly understands this form of 
amusement, will easily be one of the 
features of The Locks. 


Mr. Ellsworth, at the present time, 
is spending his holiday period at 
Oberammergau, so that he may 
learn even more about this subject 
of which he is already the last word 
in authority. 

The name of Alligator Joe (War- 
ren Frazee) is by no means new to 
our clientele. This genial breeder 
of warm-water reptiles and tropical 
birds, has been a familiar figure in 
the park and fair field these many 
years. The season just past, the 
rotund Florida Serpent King oper- 
ated two concessions at Forest Park, 
Chicago, one, his alligator and croc- 
odile farm, the other his sea cow 
exhibit. Joe is, at the present time, 
at Palm Beach, working on the ex- 
hibit which he will send to San 
Francisco in 1915. He has con- 
tracted to present 1,000 alligators 
and crocodiles, as well as 500 tropi- 
cal sea birds, including the follow- 
ing: White heron, pelican, water 
turkeys, curlew, Louisiana heron, 
squak, Indian pullet, the flint-head 
idyss, sea gulls, sand hill cranes. 
flamingos, pink curlew, ete. In ad- 
dition, he will have on hand some 
sea cows, some sacred turtles and 
some marine eagles and owls. At 
the exhibit it will be possible to pur- 
chase live and _ stuffed alligators, 
chameleons, lizards and _ alligator 
teeth and eggs, as well as crocodile 
souvenirs.

Conley commenced this 
duty as early as Sunday, the 26th of 
October, shortly after the ground 
was broken for the erection of this 
concession. The company promoting 
it is known as the Neptune Amuse- 
ment Company. 

Gilbert M. Anderson (Broncho 
Billy) of Essanay Motion Picture, 
Company, Chicago, and Gaiety The- 
ater Company, San Francisco, con- 
nection, together with Capt. A. W. 
Lewis, originator of the Boer War 
at the St. Louis Exposition, will re- 
produce the pastimes and picturesque 
plodding of the Indians, in what will 
be called, A Tehuantapec Village. 

What would be an exposition with- 
out its infant incubators? Doctors 
Cauney and Fishel have long stood 
as,the uppermost exponents of ex- 
hibitions along these lines. It is, 
therefore, only fitting that they 
should have been granted this con- 
cession for the 1915 celebration. 
Our readers will recall that Dr. Solo- 
mon Fishel passt away on the 19th 
of October, this year, in New York 
City, after having spent only about 
twelve hours of a honeymoon.

The other feature referred to is 
of an aerial nature, which Count 
Von Brandenstein, of the Parsaval 
Dirigible Palloon Company, of Ger- 
many, proposes to bring to the ex- 
position. It will consist of a heavy 
dirigible, which will journey from 
San Francisco to Lus Angeles and re- 
turn, with accommodations for twen- 
ty occupants, in addition to a crew 
of six. Sleeping accommodations 
will, of course, be carried, and many 
of the exposition visitors will un- 
doubtedly take advantage of this 
aerial trip to see San Francisco, Los 
Angeles, and the intervening Cali- 
fornia territory. The airship which 
Count Von Brandenstein (who is also 
president of the Aero Club, of Ber- 


lin) proposes to bring over, has aj 


mean length of 520 feet over all, and 
a heighth of 80 feet. The hangar to 
house this leviathan of the air will 
cost $100,000 to construct. The Par- 
saval Company is the great opposi- 
tion, in Germany, of the Zeppelin 
Company, and it has been fortunate 
enuf not to have on record any ac- 
cidents or fatalities.

IN NEW YORK 
THEATRICALS 


(Uy HE circus has contributed to New 


York theatricals some of the 
brightest men in the managerial 
and publicity departments of Goth- 
am’s theaters. Some of them have 
been so long “hall showmen” that 
their circus career has been almost 
forgotten, and the names mentioned 
herein will, many of them, come as a 
surprise to hundreds of Billboard read- 
ers, who never before had any line on 
them than to associate them exclu- 
siviy with their present employment. 
Theater ownership, theater manage- 
ment and the proprietorship of whole 
chains of theaters comes under the 
present attainments of scores ot 
former circus attaches; but for the 
purpose‘of the present article, only 
those prominent among New York's 
theatrical fraternity will be referred 
to. And, after the present list is com- 
piled, there will, doubtless, be omitted 
as many more who are activ in metro- 
politan amusements, and have been 
overlookt in the search for canvas 
showmen who have changed their oc- 
cupation. 

E. F. Albee commands the head of 
the list because of his position as the 
First Lord of Vaudevil. Mr. Albee was 
in the circus business with his prin- 
cipal, B. F. Keith, years ago, and has 
ever since been a close business asso- 
ciate and confident of Mr. Keith dur- 
ing all the years the Keith name has 
represented so much in the vaudevil 
reaim. 

F. F. Proctor, proprietor of an ever- 
increasing chain of vaudevil theaters, 
which has the Fifth Avenue, New 
York, as its principal link, long years 
ago made his entry into the amuse- 
ment field as a circus performer. He 
was one of the Levantine Brothers, 
masters in their day, of the Risley 
branch of acrobats. To this day, when 
passing down the side-aisle or thru the 
back of one of his theaters, Mr. Proc- 
tor’s mission is never too important to 
prevent him stopping, if for only a 
moment, to watg@h an acrobatic or “‘cir- 
cus” act, if one Should, at that instance 
be performing on the stage. 

What E. F. Albee is to vaudevil, Sam 
Scribner is to burlesque—the biggest 
man in the game. He is the head and 
shoulders of the Columbia Amusement 
Company, owner of the handsomest 
burlesque theater in the world, and 
generai director of the Columbia Cir- 
cuit of “wheel” shows, which annually 
‘swing ‘round the circle” of the chief 
tities of the East and Middle West. 
Before spangles and tights of the stage 
vaught Mr. Scribner’s eye, he was 
oxrominently Known as one of the pro- 
‘rietors of Scribner and Smith's Shows, 
ind spent many years of his greatly 
seful career as a circus proprietor and 
nanager.

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PROPER WAY TO HANDLE A FAIR 


NY person connected with a fair 
q fully appreciates what it 
means to handle it properly. 
The average citizen, as a rule, is un- 
der the impression that a manager 
or secretary of a fair has only about 
thirty days’ work in a year, and the 
balance of the time is spent waiting 
for fair time to come around. 

If you are going to handle a fair— 
you can do it two ways—one is the 
right or proper way, and the other 
the wrong way, but it does not al- 
ways follow that a person trying to 
handle a fair is necessarily doing the 
wrong way. 

The proper way to handle a fair 
is, first have absolute confidence in 
yourself, and realize, that no matter 
what might come up, you are pre- 
pared to meet the situation, and 
handle it calmly and with delibera- 
tion. Never for one moment let any 
proposition get the upper hand. Be 
master of the situation. 


Start out early. Having closed 
your books for the past fair, you 
must be ready for the next annual 
event. Don't put off anything for 
the morrow that you can do today. 
There is always plenty to do—and 
now is the time. 

Look around and take extra care 
that you select a first-class line of 
attractions. Whoever you do busi- 
ness with, let them understand that 
you are running your fair for the 
people and you can not afford to 
disappoint them, therefore see thata 
signature to a contract means the 
fulfillment of same. Select your 
amusements to please the masses; 
don’t consider your personal likes 
and dislikes, but remember thousands 
of people come to your fair and they 
must be pleased. When you feel 
satisfied you have closed with the 
right parties, then tell it to the pub- 
lic. Say: “All amusements clean, 
moral and open for inspection of 
the most critical.” When you say 
that, mean it and stick to it—don’t 
vary or change. If a show does not 
measure up to what you sald it 
would, close it yourself—don’t wait 
ell you Make 


good—you said you would. So much 
for the amusements. 

Now you are ready to work up 
your exhibits. Go after them early, 
tell them the importance of being 
ready. Sell all your space, and then 
get busy and see that the exhibits 
are properly installed. Give them 
all good locations, and don’t give any 
one the best of it. Treat them all 
alike and play no favorites. You 
will find you will stand better the 
next time, and only good will be Said 
about you. 

Your races must be so arranged as 
to give the horseman a favorable 


chance to at least break even. Offer 
good purses or stakes; have your 
races called promptly. Employ 


first-class officials: live up to the 
rules you are racing under; don’t 
deviate; be firm; you will find the 
horseman will like you better and 
always come back. Don't ever let 
a horseman go away dissatisfied: if 
he is in the wrong, prove it up to 
him: if you are in the wrong, tell 
him so. When you say good-bye, let 
the latch-string be on the outside, 
and you have made friends. 


The Concessioner. 

I have found that this man is the 
most abused man that comes on your 
fair grounds. Everybody seems to 
look upon him with suspicion, but 
this should not be. These people are 
essential to the running of your fair 
—you need them, not only financially, 
but to help take care of the public. 
I have always found the concession- 
aires a good lot of people; they have 
their ups-and-downs, the same as 
anyone else. Give them half a 
chance and they will make good and 
treat you right. It is the same with 
them in their line of business as 
others, the good ones suffer for the 
bad. But you can eliminate the bad 
with the assistance of the good—the 
undesirable ones must go. When 
you sell a contract, make the price 
the same to all. Let your motto be: 
“First come, first served.” Treat 
them right, and they will make the 
best boosters for your fair. 
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IMPORTANCE of CLEAN ATTRACTIONS 


VERY fair manager knows that 

¢ one of the most essential fea- 

tures of any fair, whether 

county, state, inter-state or national, 

is that of attractions, both free and 
paid. 

No matter how great a success 
your fair may be from an agricul- 
tural standpoint, nor how fine a live- 
stock, poultry or other exposition 
you may provide, the fair manager 
who fails to recognize the import- 
ance of attractions is sure to “fall 
down on the job.’ This has been 
proven time and again. 

And not ohly is it true that the 
fair which is a success must have 
plenty of attractions, but it is just 
as true that they must be good, clean 
attractions. The public has demon- 
strated that it will not stand for 
cheap, low-class attractions, or at- 
tractions which are of a questionable 
nature. 

While, of cource, we all realize 
that the primary purpose of most 
fairs or expositions is the exploita- 
tion of the agricultural or other ad- 
vantages of the particular section in 
which it is held, we also realize that 
the financial support of such fairs 
or expositions must, to a very large 
extent, be derived thru the various 
attractions offered to the public. No 
community, county or state feels dis- 
posed to undertake to finance a fair 
without providing means of revenue. 
In most instances, the promoters are 
satisfied if they can get an even 
break, but this would be impossible 
were it not for the concessions in 
connection with such fairs. 

It is, therefore, imperativ that the 
fair manager secure attractions 
which will prove a drawing card and 
which will hold the crowds after they 
have visited the various exhibits, and 
to secure such attractions as will 
cause the visitors to the fair to go 
out and “boost the game” among 
their friends, and cause them to be- 
come interested and help the cause 
the next year. 

In this connection, close observa- 


/ tion has convinced the writer that 


the fair which strictly prohibits all 
gambling devices and fakers, is the 


fair which will ultimately succe 
A fair association can loose the pres- 
tige which it has taken years of hard 
and persistent labor to build up in 
just a few days, by allowing all kinds 
of fakers and sharks to obtain con- 
cessions on its grounds and do busi- 
ness. 

The same ig true of fake shows. 
All of the advertising of the attrac- 
tions for a fair must be dore in the 
name of the association, under whose 
auspices the fair is conducted, and 
if the public is dissatsfied with the 
attractions found at a fair, it is dif- 
ficult to ever overcome the injury 
done the association. 

It is a generally admitted fact that 
the same man, if you incur his ill- 
will, can do you more injury than 
he would ever do you good if you 
stand well in his esteem, so that if 
you furnish poor attractions and 
allow one crowd to leave the fair 
grounds feeling that they have been 
swindled or “faked,’’ the association 
is almost irreparably injured. 

The writer has seen expositions, 
which from the standpoint of ex- 
hibits, were unqualified successes, fall 
down on the matter of attractions, 
with the result that, taken as a 
whole, the fairs have been considered 
failures; the crowds have left feeling 
that the fair was not a success, and 
hundreds of visitors have been kept 
from attending because they heard 
from those who had attended that 
the attractions were not up to the 
standard. 

The American people believe in 
amusement and diversion, and this 
is one of the most potent influences 
to get the greatest percentage of 
them to visit a fair. A large per- 
centage of the visitors to every fair 
held in the United States, even among 
what we are pleased to term the 
better class of people, do not go there 
because they want to see the finest 
specimens of horses, swine or cattle 
raised in the state; not because they 
want to see how many bushels of 
cotton may be grown to the acre; not 
because they want to see how many

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WHY THE FEATURE FILM DRAWS CROWDS 


By JOE FARNHAM 


ESPITE the marvellous pro- 
rz gression of the past few years 
in the manufacture of motion 
pictures, it is still problematical 
whether many of our film manufac- 
turers conscientiously believe that 
the motion picture has advanced 
from that stage where it is “still in 
its infancy,’ or passed the point 
where the “surface has just been 
scratched.” Of thi h, however, 
we are generally a ed, and that 
is that the wise, far-seeing and 
thoroly trained man of the industry, 
whether he be manufacturer, ex- 
change man or whatever his walk, 
is thoroly convinced that at last this 
great industry is stepping away from 
its infant stages, and has at least 
begun its walk toward maturity with 
a certain dignified and positiv step 
along the avenues to success. 

We may say without reserve, that 
it has been most fortunate for every- 
one concerned and for the industry 
in general, that we have at last suc- 
ceeded in breaking from this same 
age of infancy. Less than six months 
ago we were facing a chaotic crisis. 
Naturally, those on the inside, those 
who were playing with the political 
end of our commerce, spoke of pros- 
perous times, of the health of busi- 
ness, and of the great things we 
might expect of the morrow, but 
despite such advice the fact remained 
that progress was being retarded, 
and that we were far from the suc- 
cessful road. Now that conditions 
have molded themselves to a way 
which spells even a greater success, 
we are afforded an opportunity to 
reflect and study for ourselves what 
really faced us in the few months 
gone by. 

At that time, with an absolutely 
closed market, a forced buying of 
restricted programs into which the 
way of a reputable and deserving 
manufacturer with a product of 
merit could not be possibly broken, 
we were on the verge of finding our- 
selves and our business in a position 


- 


which was far from being healthy. 
It can not be denied that these con- 
ditions of the yesterday were in re- 
straint of trade, in all of the three 
factions then extant. The exhibitor 
was absolutely and undeniably a tool, 
or worse than that. He was merely 
the latter refuse can for a number 
of unreliable manufacturers, whose 
product was being forced upon him 
despite his natural wishes. Pictures 
which his experience in the business 
had taught him were decidedly in- 
ferior were constantly handed to 
him, and the study of what his house 
required went for naught. He was 
told what to use and when to use it, 
and it was up to him to make the 
best of it. Sometimes he succeeded, 
but in the main it was failure, and 
in consequence we found a general 
constant shifting of service from 
licensed to independent, and back 
again. Regularity or stability in the 
program which he could offer to his 
patrons was out of the question. 

Thankfully, and in the form of a 
solution to the problem which has 
bothered the leading spirits of the 
industry for many years, came the 
features film. It can not be denied 
that this multiple reel motion picture 
has come, figurativly speaking, as a 
general who has massed his forces, 
and because of public acclaim, has 
turned the tide from chaos toward 
success. 

The feature film, the film of to- 
day and the business of tomorrow, 
must be heralded as that form of 
motion picture product which has 
and will further elevate motion pic- 
tures to a legitimate plane, which 
they should have long since right- 
fully occupied in the fields of amuse- 
ment. 

Not the days of last week, month 
or year, nor the hours of the present 
day, are those in which we have seen 
or have begun to see what motion 
pictures rightfully deserve. There is 
room for improvement, that can not 
be denied, but such improvement has

within the past six months and at 
the present time been markedly 
evidenced, and those technical men 
of the industry have lent and are 
still lending every effort toward an 
industry improvement. The result is 
that during the past year we have 
had demonstrated to us an improve- 
ment in the motion picture art, both 
as to the quality and nature of pro- 
duction, such as has never before 
been demonstrated or shown in any 
industry. It has been little short of 
marvellous. It has been gratifying 
to the most extreme extent to see 
that new blood, appreciativ of the 
possibilities of this great motion pic- 
ture industry have taken hold, and 
thru their efforts have made the 
product greater and grander, the 
marketing and general commercial 
end of the business bigger, better, 
more comprehensiv, more just, and 
above all things, a decidedly cleaner 
business. 


The question of the open market 
arises on every side. We hear first 
from one that it is upon us, and then 
we hear that it will never be. Still 
the fact remains undisputed that the 
open market for motion pictures in 
the United States is as much here 
at the present day as it should ever 
wisely be. Some unwise and selfish 
minds, because of a personal greed, 
may attempt a further widening of 
the market, but this is doubtful, for 
it is to be expected that the same 
business man is appreciativ of the 
fact that organization of some kind 
is decidedly in advantage over the 
plan of disconcerted efforts in selling. 
Organization in program form, as it 
exists today, is decidedly fair and 
just, and it meets with the approval 
of the broad-minded exhibitor. So 
long as he is permitted to buy when 
and where he likes, he has no kick 
to register, but when the distributing 
organization dictates to him when 
and where he shall buy, he is justi- 
fied in raising a howl. Such bans 


as this which did exist have been — 
eliminated. 

In such transformation of business 
methods it must be realized that in 
the greater part al§ of it has been 
made possible by pe feature film. 
There must be a realization that we 
are rapidly approaching a definite 
solution to those things which have 
for so many years given us serious 
thought and trouble, and again it 
may be said that the feature film 
plays the leading part in such solu- 
tion. 

There is today a sufficient produc- 
tion of a single reel|subjects to sat- 
isfy any and all demkand which there 
may be in the ited States or 
foreign countries foxy one-thousand- 
foot subjects of Am@rican manufac- 
ture. There are enuj reliable manu- 
facturers firmly estaplisht and part 
of a regularly releast program, mak- 
ing creditable sing reel produc- 
tions, to ably take e of and amply 
supply any such derkand as may be 
made of American film manufac- 
turers. The man whh would go into 
the motion picture bjsiness with the 
idea that there ae yee to be 
made for the maker$ of single reel 
pictures, is all wrojpg. Men who 
have had such ideas Have spend their 
money and paid dearly, and have 
realized finally that those manufac- 
turers allied with the General Film, 
Mutual Film and UWniversal Film 
Mfg. Companies are fully coping 
with any and all derpands there are

But for the shrewd man in any 
walk of life who wt invest his 
money in the making @f motion pic- 
tures of the longer lehgth, there is 
undeniably room.

One of the first moving picbure concerns to promulgate an extensiv 
advertising campaign was the Mutual Film Corporation, an organtsaticen 
which sprang into being with the dissolution of the Sales Company, which 
latter, by the way, was formed when the film industry was passing through 
its most turbulent crisis. The history of the Mutual's origin, its subse- 
quent fight for existence, and its present status, is too well known to ne- 
cessitate a lengthy discussion at this time. Suffice it, therefore, to say, that 
from a precarious beginning this concern has grown steadily and surely. 
At the helm of the Mutual Corporation and its ramifications, are men who 
do things; men who can not be intimidated, bluffed or coerced. A _ strik- 
ing example of Mutual doggedness was recently furnisht the public when, 
after practically every other film company had accepted, without protest, 
the dictum of the Ohio State Censor Board, a group of Mutual officials 
declared their belief that the law was unconstitutional, and backt up their 
convictions by instituting a suit to test the law. What the outcome will 
be is problematical, but, win or lose, the Mutual has the credit of showing 
the strength of its convictions. Much coin of the realm is being spent by 
this company in propagating the popularity of the Mutual Movies.

In the last days of the Film Supply Company of America, dissolved following 
the withdrawal of the Mutual brands, three men gathered one night in the home 
of Herbert Blache, at Fort Lee, N. J. Although his face and hands were band- 
aged as a result of a premature explosion while staging a motion picture, his intel- 
lect wasn’t bandaged, neither were the minds of the other two—Harry R. Raver 
and Ingvald C. Oes. Out of this meeting has grown the Exclusive Supply Cor- 
poration, whose feature program has come to be a formidable force wherever 
motion picture merit is demanded, 

It was looking into the dawn of a new tomorrow—realizing that King Single 
Reel was to be deposed and that King Feature was to reign high and haughtily. 
It needed faith in the future of thejindustry and the ability of beginning lowly, 
humbly. And these men had faith and patience. They knew that the acorn 
would grow. t 

The new company needed a general manager of powerful individuality, with 
the ability, energy and loyalty of a paragon. Joseph R. Miles was, and is, the 
man.

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Static Electricity the 
Film Man’s Belial

Static electricity is the base of every camera 
man’s existence for a considerable portion of the 


year, more particularly in the fall and spring. 
It is a source of loss to the manufacturer run 
ning into many thousands of dollars. Static 
is created by friction and could be particulariy 
defined as “frictional electricity!’ No doubt 
every one of us can remember the old trick of 
rubbing a piece of amber on his coat sleeve and 
picking up fragments of paper That is static 
electricity The werd static means stationary, 


in other words. the charge of electricity, which 


is created by friction, remains in one or the 
‘other of the two materials rubbed together. 
Amber is the only material that is most com 


monly used to demonstrate static electricity, as 
it is the most

time for moving pictures. When 
celluloid in contact with cloth it 
immediately creats static. which the celluloid 
absorbs, thereby becoming ‘‘static’’ or charged. 
Celluloid will retain its charge almost indefinit- 
ly, but will immediately give up its charge under- 
right conditions when it comes in contact with 
or near a suitable object. It will discharge into 
any kind of metal connected with a 
ground, so that if the machinery thru which 
the celluloid is passing is connected with a 
water-pipe or grounded in the same way as the 
‘telefone or telegrag wires are grounded, it 
entirely unload its charge. Numerous devices 
have been invented to alsorb the static elec- 
tricity in celluloid, among them being a device 
composed of alternate layers of gold leaf and tin 
foil. This condenser is where it is im 
possible to get a ground, and after it has ab- 
sorbed the limit of its capacity, it must be dis- 
charged. It is really a form of storage battery, 
and is limited in capacity according to its size. 
This of instrument has been successfully 
nsed in moving picture cameras and one hun- 
dred leaves, half gold leaf and half tin foil, has 
a capacity of absorbing all of the static gen- 
erated in 400 ft. of film, passing thru the vel- 
vet-slot of a magazine. The draw-back to the 
use of this condenser, however, is that after 
being fully charged it must be unloaded, which 
ean be done by the cameraman placing his wet 
thumb and finger on the posts, which gives him 
a slight shock. The trouble, lies in 
the cameraman forgetting to unload this con- 
denser, and on the next roll of film he is really 
working without a condenser the condenser 
is charged to its full capacity and is unable to 
absorb any more. Various plans have been tried 
for making picture cameras discharge the static 
promptly into the ground by wiring all the 
metal parts of the camera to the tripod nut and

ecrew, and then wiring one of the legs of the 
tripod, and being sure that this leg of the 
tripod is firmly imbedded in damp ground. It 
is not always possible, however, to get damp 
ground, and one camera man who used this 
method told. me that in addition to carrying 


a camera, tripod, half a dozen film magazines, 
earrying-case and his lunch, had to carry 
a pail of water to wet the end of the tripod 
leg. Naturally, there are not many converts to 
this system. One of the companies operating in 
California had their cameramen carry an oil 
stove to place under the camera, believing that 
the increased temperature would keep the film 
free from static. This was not entirely succes 
ful altho it helpt somewhat. Some camera 
makers insist on using silk velvet in their 
cameras, while others use cotton velvet. Cotton 
velvet is the best as it generates lesg static 
than silk. It is better yet to use no velvet, but 
some cameras are constructed in such a way as 
to make it necessary to use something soft to 
pass the film thrn. The cameramen have enuf 
te sé¢e to and look after without being given 
an ol] stove or a pail of water or other excess 
taggage to carry. The more studious camera 
men ‘have tried various ways of solving their 
statie troubles with more or less success. I 
heve had considerable experience in static, my- 
eelf, and have tried everything from cotton 
velvet to alcohol lamps inside the camera. I 
stood in the drying room of my Hollywood plant, 
in December, 1911, and rejected as unfit for 
use the entire production of two of my com. 
panies over a period of three weeks, that cost 
$13.000 to The extraordinary 
part of the proposition was that another camera 
man with a third party was turning out perfect 
work every day, entirely free from static mark 
ings, and he was using the same type of camera 
as the other two companies, using the same film, 
working under the same conditions, and for 
some unexpplainable reason was able to make 
good pictures while all of the others went into 
the scrap pile. After three weeks of this In 
sanity producing experience, we discovered 
wherein his methods differed from that of the 
other cameraman. I shall never forget the ex- 
perience. In order that we might discover our 
troubles early, we used to develop the negative 
each night, and just as soon as the day's work

film to the dark room, and as soon as it was 
developed we knew the worst. On this par- 
tienlar evening this camera man turned his 
work in as usual and was going about with bis 
usual air of superiority over the work of the 
other camera men who were having al! the 
trouble, when the dark-room man came in to 
report that there was static In his pictures. It 
was too horrible to believe, so we all rusht to 
the drying-room, examined the film and found 
that in a 150-foot scene, the first 90 feet were 
absolutely perfect, while the next eight feet 
had the most beautiful static markings that 
we had ever seen.

I immediately announced 
intention of staying all night with him at the 
office until! we found ont. I Iabored nearly five 
hours and went over his day’s work step by step, 
from the time he left the stndio until he re 
turned, and particularly the scene that had the

scenes. Finally he remembered that during the 


taking of that scene a fiy bad lit on his Grecian 
nose, and wo amount of streaking of his head 
seemed to dislodge him, se that he finally drove 
the fy off with his left hand, still continuing 
to turn the crank with bis right hand. and in 
doing so he necessarily had to let go of 
tripod screw, which he always kept his 
hand on while taking a picture. As near as he 
could recall it was about in the middle of a 
scene. A close examination of the camera dis 
closed the fact that the tripod nut had a 
metallic connection with the other parts of the 
camera. A little reasoning and logic developed 
along scientific lines convinced me that we bad 
found a solution of our static troubles, at least 
s far as the camera was concerned The 
camera man trad been acting as a condenser, 
and the static had been passing into his beds 
thru the metal frame and down thru the tripod 
screw into his arm and be had capacity enuf 
to abserb an entire day’s work which would en 
tirely discharge from his body as soon as 
walkt on damp ground.

The other cameramen gwere immediately in 
structed to follow his plan of holding on the 
tripod screw with the left hand while turning 
the crank with the right ‘band. From that day 
forward we were entirely free from 
Static except that the toys weuld oceasionally 
forget to hold on to the @ripod screw 
thing had to be done to ,overcome this care- 
lessness. 1 evolved the idea of removing the 
ordinary wooden handle faom the crank and 
substituing a brass one in its place, so that 4 
camera man is a condenser whether he wants te 
be one or not.

The greatest source of trouble in static, how 
ever, is in the perforating room, and about 
per cent of static markings occur there. In 
our perforating rooms we create an artificial 
atmosfere by means of heat so as to keep the 
temperature at 80 and the humidity at 75 by 
means of live steam injected into the room from 
the radiator thru pet-cocks. If the temperature 
falls below 80 or the humidity below 
ations cease until the temperature is raised or 
the percentage of humidity is restored, When 
the film reaches the camera man or the printing 
room free from static, the battle is 90 per cent 
won, as it is only under unusual conditions that 
it will occur in the camera or printer. The 
time when it is most easily created is on cold 
dry days. It very. frequently happens that the 
camera man will work almost all day without 
getting any static markings, and the last rol! 
of film will be full of it. This can be explained 
by the fact that the metal in the camera will 
absort a considerable qnantity of static, but 
after it has become fully charged it can con 
tain no more and the static seeking an outlet will 
jump across the gap to screws or the aperture 
plate that are not directly connected by metallic 
contact with the metal frame of the camera 
or the sprockets. The static that is discharged 
from the celluloid into the sprockets and other 
metal parts of the camera with which It comes 
in direct contact, leaves no markings, but 
these metal parts have become fully saturated 
the static then seeks an outlet to other objects. 
and will discharge thru the thin coating of 
gelatine, which is only 1-1000 of an inch in 
thickness, to the aperture plate or to the other 
independent metal parts, and in doing so makes 
a spark. This spark is what causes the damage 
Of course, the sparks are harmful from the fact 
that they create light, 

There is no excuse nowadays for what is 
called ‘‘positiv static,’ which occurs either io 
the perforating room or the printing room, 4 
atmosferic conditions can be controlled and 
printers can be fitted with releasing contact, 
and the apparatus can be grounded to water or 
gas pipes, and the film does not have to pass

A 
daring color scheme can make an 
audience almost gasp, or startle them 
into giving a reception without 
knowing the merit of the act. 

Vaudevil stage costuming is far in 
advance of other line of stage dress- 
ing, for the aim of the artists is, in 
most cases, to make themselves at- 
tractiv, not having to wear every- 
thing in character with a part. They 
even have the privilege of wearing 
ball-room gowns while working in 
exterior act or street drop in one. 

The evening dress of the men is 
faultless—no last year’s fashions 
nowadays, but all up-to-the-minute 
tailoring. In these days of high 
salaries and higher ambitions, the 
great clamor for headline position, 
every woman act presents a dream 
of loveliness. No expense is spared 
when they hold contracts. That as- 
sures them a Broadway showing. 
‘Those that have not been in demand 
feel that it is the chance of their 
professional career, and in many 
eases it does the trick. One single 
‘woman will display a small fortune 
in gowns in a short ten minutes, 
making several changes, and in the 
few seconds she is absent from the 
Stage. she has all women wondering 
what wonderful creations she is go- 
ing to spring on them next time she 
enters. The men likely wonder how 
much more she is going to leave off 
ach time, perhaps thinking she can 
go as far as she likes. Exquisite 
draped plush coats, with fur trim- 
ming, as well as the wealth in er- 
mine sets on coats, make flashy as 
well as tasty make-up for opening 
of some few acts, each speaking for 
themselves in piles of cash spent on 
them. 

Because actresses dress scantily and 
in abbreviated fashion above and be- 
low the waist-line, is not a sign of 
saving only in cloth, usually trans- 
parent silken materials.

The two ladies 
of the act wore cluse to the figure 
draped gowns of emerald green, a 
trifle paler than would match the 
drapery, stage carpet and furniture. 
It had such a sense of harmony to 
the eye that its impression has re- 
mained many months. 

Costuming has advanced to a 
science, especially, and naturally, 
with the ladies of the profession. 
Not long ago the ladies of the 
“legitimate” stage were the fashion 
plates of the profession. Today the 
women of vaudevil are in many in- 
stances the models of advanced and 
progressiv ideas in dress and per- 
sonal equipment for their calling. 

The New York Palace, best ex- 
ample of class and tone in vaudevil 
of the whole world, is weekly the 
scene of sartorial splendors that no 
other theater in New York can sur- 
pass. Indeed, it may be questioned 
whether the preparations the ladies 
make for their appearances at the 
Palace are exceeded in luxurious re- 
sults upon any stage in the world. 

Liberal fortunes are invested in 
costumes for sometimes as high as 
three acts on a Palace bill. This is 
meant literally, too, for diamonds, 
ermines and _ sealskins, silks and 
satins, to the value of absolutely 
thousands wpon thousands of dollars, 
are displayed weekly by one or more 
actress upon the Palace stage. 

True, these same women show 
highly expensiv and elaborate gowns 
on other vaudevil stages in Greater 
New York, but the Palace has come 
to be the standard of “class” for 
acts and their dressing in America. 
Amid stately and expensiv surround- 
ings, representing an investment of 
money which means the plural of 
“millions,” beautiful tapestries and 
marbles. the women of vaudevil 
prime themselves for their week at 
the Palace, and the result is often 
absolutely breath-taking in its gor- 
geousness of gowns and jewels. 

All this is the outcome of man- 
agerial enterprise, and because the 
big vaudevil interests are consoli- 
dated, it might better be said at 
once that the condition so agreeable 
and beneficial to public and _ per- 
former alike are the result of this 
combination and amalgamation of 
vaudevil interests from Coast to 
Coast. 

The wage-earner desires wages 
first: but above that he desires that 
the fruits of his toil shall be paid in 
good money, exactly upon the 
moment of promise and expectations. 
It is comforting to know that one’s 
salary is sure; it is distressing to 
work and have at the same time the 
fear of being denied full payment 
for effort when the time comes. 

Consolidation has largely elimi- 
nated the element of chance and 
speculation both on the part of the 
manager and the performer. And 
because the performer who gets a 
contract. knows that it is going to 
be played and paid, the opportunity 
has been presented and taken ad- 
vantage of, for better stage equip- 
ment, both in costuming and material 
to be presented. 

Vaudevil acts are immeasurably 
better than they were two decades 
ago. Novelty, class and “vaudevil 
uplift’ (if it may so be referred to) 
shows in every bill, to a certain ex- 
tent, that is. given thruout the 
country. Taken by and largely the 
vaudevil actor as a class is immeas- 
urably better off than he was two 
decades ago.

EVER within the memory have 
N there ever been so many post- 
opening changes with the bur- 
lesque shows on the road, and the 
efforts of the governing bodies of the 
two circuits to maintain a standard 
of excellence and to improve the 
conditions of their attractions is 
worthy of more than passing men- 
tion. 


The Columbia Circuit, after several 
years of ceaseless work and untiring 
effort, has lifted the burlesque show 
from the old slap-stick stage to its 
present, almost perfect standard, and 
the men who govern its policies and 
who control its movements are to be 
congratulated upon their splendid 
work. Clean shows has ever been 
their watchword, and perfection is 
their goal, and no single stone has 
been left unturned in the fight for 
better burlesque. 

The work of censoring the shows 
has been a thankless and tiresome 
task, and not the smallest obstacle 
has been the adverse feeling shown 
by contrary and dissatisfied man- 
agers. 

Many of these have held their own 
opinions of what a burlesque show 
should be, and it has only been thru 
the constant vigilance of the censor 
board and of the more loyal of the 
house managers on the circuits that 
results have been arrived at. Even 
now we find an occasional manager 
who will try to put over a suggestiv 
bit, line or song, and here and there 
these men are encouraged by some 
misguided house manager, who lacks 
the moral courage to insist upon a 
clean show. In spite of these facts, 
and in the face of all obstacles, the 
march towards cleanliness continues, 
and it is seldom that we find a single 
line or situation which could truly be 
considered undesirable. 

The Columbia Circuit has sought 
the patronage of women at its thea- 
ters, and it is just this policy of clean- 
Tiness that has purged and cleansed 
burlesque from its once shady repu- 
tation. Ladies have patronized bur- 
lesque theaters and have enjoyed a 
bright, clean and pleasing entertain- 
ment. They have spread the good 
news to their friends, and the re- 
sults have been fruitful. <All over the 
country we now find burlesque thea- 
ters with a lady patronage. and at 
some houses the percentage is almost 
equal. 

Since the merger of the Columbia 
Circuit with the old Empire Wheel, 
an almost perfect itinerary has been 
formed, and the result has been a 
theatrical organization as perfect as 
it is powerful. 

The Columbia Amusement Com- 
pany, generally known as the Eastern 
Wheel, is prosperous and almighty, 
and it represents today one of the 
most perfect and certainly the most 
prosperous theatrical organization 
in the world. Its system is simple 
and its methods machine-like. and 
with forty-three distinct road attrac- 
tions and a like number of theaters, 
we have a wheel or circuit running 
with a harmonious smoothness that 
has never before been attained in 
any branch of the world of theatrical 
amusements. 

There has been no hesitation, no 
delays, no relaxation, no niggardly 
sparing of expense: but just one con- 
tinual effort towards better things 
Season after season improvements 
have been made in the shows and in 
the system of organization. Better 
and more expensiv scenery has been 
purchast, and more costly and more 
gorgeous equipment and wardrobe 
has replaced the show parafarnelia 
of the season before. Managers have 


branched out in their search for new 
talent, and better and higher-salaried 
principals have ween employed. 
Even the chorus conditions have im- 
proved, and chorus girls are now re- 
ceiving higher salaries and better 
treatment than ever before. New 
theaters have been constructed as 
the old, tumble-down shacks of a 
decade ago have passed into oblivion. 
New and better theaters are being 
built, and all of these are being con- 
structed along the most modern and 
up-to-date lines. 

The censor committee is not rest- 
ing, and changes in the shows are 
being ordered wherever it is thought 
that a change is required for the bet- 
terment of the circult. 

The new Progressive Circuit has 
come and is prospering. It was or- 
ganized hurriedly and under adverse 
conditions, and the results attained, 
under the circumstances have been 
almost marvelous. In a few short 
months a complete circuit of twenty 
theaters have been organized, and 
twenty comparativly good shows are 
now touring the country under the 
banner of the new wheel. 

These shows, from the standpoint 
of equipment, are admittedly not up 
to the standard of the shows on the 
giant Columbia Circuit, but they are, 
for the most part, laufing shows, 
with the element of material that 
constitute the variety combination 
of the real burlesque type. A few 
of them are lacking in certain de- 
tails—many were the difficulties 
which confronted the producing 
managers of the new circuit in the 
earlier days of its existence. Lack 
of funds was the most obstinate 
handicap, while a scarcity of satis- 
factory principals and an alarming 
dearth of capable chorus girls all 
helped to harass and delay the work 
of organization. 

But the men who had banded 
themselves together to form this new 
circuit were by no means discour- 
aged, and in spite of the many dis- 
heartening obstacles and the diffi- 
culty of obtaining credit, the gallant 
little band pushed on and on. and 
by dint of hard work and courageous 
determination, the new circuit. with 
all of its shows, were in evidence, and 
doing business by August 25 last. 

At most of the stands on the new 
wheel, business has been remarkably 
good, and the men who were left out 
in the cold thru the amalgamation 
of The Columbia and Empire Cir- 
cuits were enthused and encouraged 

New theaters are being sought 
after, and the heads of the new wheel 
are working hard to improve and 
enlarge the circuit. Negotiations for 
new theaters are now pending, and 
even before this article gets into 
print it is more than possible that 
one or more new houses will have 
been added to the new wheel. 

With the Columbia Circuit, the 
effort has been to uplift burlesque 
into the musical comedy or comic 
opera class, and all of this season's 
shows are characterized by the ex- 
pensiv scenery and gorgeous ward- 
robe, while in many cases the vehi- 
cles used are palpably away from the 
accustomed and orthodox lines of 
everyday burlesque. 

The two burletta and an olio pro- 
gram seems to have fallen into the 
bad graces of the Columbia man- 
agers, and the especially written two- 
act farces have taken the place of 
the old-time and once popular bur- 
lesque idea. Some of the new model 
shows have even gone so far as to 
eliminate all specialties, but these

The Mayer’s Court 


W» have said a few things editorially during the year now rapidly near- 
ing its close, which did not, perhaps, appeal very strongly to some of our 
readers No man cares to have his follies and foibles aired in the press. 
Adversg criticism stings, and stings deeply, especially if it is true. 

Therefore, when an editor deliberately sets about to write a story, an 
editorigi or an item which is sure to hit some of his readers a solar plexus 
blow, Ls first must consider carefully several points. Has he the ethica! right 
to say this and so? Will he benefit his readers by this exhortation? Will he 
offend prem by that disquisition? He strives against appearing pedagogical; 
he is in’ constant anxiety lest he be called didactic. 

Ye} he must do and say the things which will benefit his readers. He 
must be impartial and unprejudiced, yet undaunted and fearless. After he 
has weighed carefully, lookt at a question from every angle, and arrived at 
a concifsion, it is within his province to air his convictions, if they be honest. 

The editor's position is very similar to that of a trial judge in a jury case. 
The tegtimony is given by the witness; the jury listens and brings in its 
verdict, But the judge charges the jury, and this charge is usually the most 
importdnt part of the case. The editor’s duty in the main is to collect the 
news agd present the facts in an orderly way, and this done to simplify and 
pie for his readers. 

He’ sums up every case, and is usually content to let his readers do their 
own judging. But if by reason of his long training in the viewing of many 
cases, and studying their many angles, he is able to throw some light on the 


subject, it is right that he should voice his opinion. This is what we call 
editorial commenting. 


Sometimes an editor is called upon to deal plainly with conditions that 
require plain handling. By the scratch of his pen (usually his pen is an 
Underwood typewriter), he can very often correct great evils or avert dire 
misfortunes. In such cases he does not stop to consider the few, but thinks 
of the many. The greatest good for the greatest number is his shibboleth. 
In such cases the editor does not mince his words, but calls a spade a spade, 


and not an oblong instriment used in pursuing agricultural pursuits. And 
thus he sometimes stings. 


Suggestivness on the stage is a matter which has been objurgated by 
the editors of the theatrical press ever since there have been theatrical papers. 
The deplorable fact is, however, not enuf has as yet been said on the subfect. 

The performer who resorts to the suggestiv joke to pull a laugh is it 
the same class with the actor who depends on the applause he is sure to get 
by waving the American flag, cr exiting to the strains of Dixie. At best, 
either is a chegp expedient to use for eliciting plaudits unearned by the 
intrinsic merit of the act. There may be extenuating circumstances in the two 
latter cases, but oral suggestivness coming from a vaudevil performer is never 
justifiable or condonable. 

There are few, mighty few, persons on the stage who can put over sug- 
gestivness without givirig offense. We know of no American performer who 
possesses such consummate cleverness as to raise suggestivness to an art, the 
only possible justification there could be for its use. This being the case, in 


our opinion, every actor, artist or performer who tries to get by with smut 
is the veriest abomination. 


It is said of B. F. Keith that when he was laying the foundation of the 
great monument he has built to vaudevil, the United Booking Office and the 
Keith chain of theaters—thirty years ago, when his most ardent hope could 
not have possibly anticipated the wonderful institution big-time vaudevil is 
today—he always consulted with his wife, and learned her opinion of an act 
before engaging it. If the act was pleasing to her; if in her judgm¢ht !t was 
fit for ladies and children to see, Mr. Keith would consider it for his theater. 
He did not rely on her judgment except in this point: IF THE ACT WAS 
OFFENSIV TO HER, NO FURTHER CONSIDERATION WAS GIVEN IT. 

Mr. Keith knew vaudevil better than did his wife. He did not fail to 
relize that feminine and masculine taste differ, but he respected the fact that 
what would be displeasing and offensiv to her would likewise prove displeasing 
to other ladies. And so the great vaudevil general put a contraband on all 
viciousness, profanity and suggestivness. His interests have grown, with what 
speed every showman knows. Now, Mr. Keith no longer passes on the acts 
that play his theaters, but it is on record that more than once he has ordered 
acts cancelled that were using offensiv material. 

There is no more justification for the suggestiv pun on the stage today 
than there was thirty years ago, and the performer who continues to use it 
does more to injure vaudevil in general and jeopardize his own salary in 
particular, than he could in any other way. 


While I still have on my war paint, it is pertinent to discuss another 
subject, of which something has been said in these columns before. It is 
the anonymous letter writer. The man who hides behind an anonymous 
letter is a coward, worthy of little except contempt. While it may be argued 
that frequently some person is in possession of certain facts which need cor- 
rection via the publicity route, who fears to jeopardize his position by an 
open declaration, it is also a recognized fact that editorial ethics religiously 
protect the name of an informant if he resquests the suppression of his 
name from a letter sent for publication. 

The cardinal virtue of an editor is the absolute care with which he guards 
the source of his information. If you want to get yourself in Dutch with the 
editor, try to discover from him where he learned of certain facts. or from 
whence sprung the tip which developt into a played-up story. You will either 
get the icy stare or the grand ha ha. : 

The mistaken idea that newspapermen are wizards was exploded long 
ago, and the truth of the matter: that much which appears in print, is 
gratuitously provided by newspaper readers is now generally known. 


Anonymous letters now-a-days are given scant attention by the papers. 
If an unsigned letter is received, giving a tip, once in a long time an effort 
may be made to run it down, but ninety-nine out of a hundred letters are 
tossed into the waste basket without ceremony. 

All papers value suggestions and opinions from their readers, but they 
expect their correspondents to back up their opinions. The Billboard receives 
much information from its readers, and many valuable suggestions which 


always meet with the greatest appreciation, but it will not listen to the pratings 
of the anonymous letter writer.

Sentativ, the Colonel said: “I am going to 
make many improvements in my shows and will 
leave New York for a tour of Europe in a few 
days. While in England and on the continent 
I intend to purchase a number of carved and 
gilded fronts, such as are used in foreign 
countries and which have been my success here. 
‘I have already purchast four new groups of 
trained wild animals, and I intend to add to 
my collection as fast as I can secure suitable 
specimens of jungle carnivori. I am going to 
employ a number of new ideas and will carry 
several sensational free acts and attractions, as 
well as aeroplanes and other novelties, 

“The two big elefants will be used as a feature 
of the free street parade, which will be a 
daily feature, and I have secured three of the 
finest riding devices ever carried with a carnival 
company. 

“My route is practically all arranged and 
many committees, for which we have played in 
past seasons, have already closed contracts for 
‘the coming year. I will have all new shows 
with the exception of my big trained wild anima! 
arena and jungle, and I will enlarge my 
band to twenty-five pieces. I have placed an 
order with Louis Berni for three new organs, 
and these will be used on the fronts of the 
various shows which will be under my control. 

“The Ferari Shows have always been up to 
date and have always made good whereever 
they have played, and I feel confident thar 
‘the coming season wil] be the best and biggest 
that carnivaldom has ever experienced.’”” The 
Ferari winter quarters are at Trenton, N. J.,

CENSORSHIP 


America has no liking for censorships. 

The great majority of us are inherently and unalterably opposed to them. 

Our opposition, however, is more to the word than to its working. 

The word censor or censorship coujures up a narrow and prejudiced 
person or persons usurping powers, and exercising them ruthlessly and in 
high-handed manner in the interest of certain bigoted beliefs of their own or 


of a class to which they belong. 


Legalized censorship has been an especially obnoxious idea. 
Mere mention of it has been much like flaunting a red rag at a bull. 


Therefore, the members of the Ohio Motion Picture Censorship Board, 
who were chosen to work out Mr. Neff’s idea, engaged in a most difficult, 
trying, arduous task—almost a hopeless one. 

We would never stand for one-man censorship in these United States— 


not for a minute. 


But, we’ll try anything once, even a censorship, provided the powers are 
split up among a number of persons, that is to say, vested in a board. 
Yet, the larger the board the more prejudices we encounter and are com- 


pelled to consult. 


One member, for example, has a profound reverence for womanhood 
and will not brook anything that gibes ever so gently at it. 

Another, let’s suppose, has a deep regard for the church and is violently 
opposed to even the mildest criticism directed against it. 

And, the third, we'll say, is an anti-saloon leaguer who froths at the 
mouth every time liquor is even mentioned. 

Furthermore, these are only the primary prejudices of the members. 
All of them having secondary and tertiary bugs, and many other of lesser rank. 


Also all the members of the board are positiv persons, possessing pro- 
nounct convictions and the courage of them. 

They ought to be, or they have no business on the board. 

Now, just how is it possible for a board like that to work harmoniously 
or even work at all, unless they log-roll and trade? 

How are they going to avoid generalizations? 

If they never frame a single general rule, there will nevertheless be three 
primary precepts, three secondary ones, three tertiary ones, etc., etc., that 


will be observed. 
And that is generalization. 


But despite their inborn hatred of censorships, every American man and 
woman is a most radical censor—if he or she be a parent. 

When it comes to the kiddies—ah! then the shoe is on the other foot. 

They reserve the right to say what their children shall or shall not see, 


and reserve it with a big R. 
Funny, isn’t it? 


They are ready to shoulder a gun and march against anyone who would 
prescribe for them (of course, they would call it defending the right of free 
speech, free press, etc.) thereby rebelling against the state for prescribing for 
them what they feel absolutely justified in prescribing for their children. 


It might be possible to get people broad enuf, charitable enuf, diplomatic 
enuf, just enuf and tactful enuf to constitute a successful censorboard, but 
after you had discovered them you couldn’t secure them because the state 


could not afford their salaries. 


Take Judge Gary, Elbert Hubbard and Jane Addams for instance. 

And. remember that while these are severely, singularly qualified for such 
a task, collectivly they might make a woeful mess of it. 

Who was it that said that “the average intelligence of a committee or a 
legislature, or a convention was beneath that of its least intelligent member?” 


We have no criticism to make of the members of the censor board, and 
believe that Mrs. Miller, and Messrs. Maddox and Vestal are as nearly qualified 
as anyone could be for work of this kind.

COMMERCIAL PUTS ONE OVER. 


New York, Nov. 22.—New York newspaper*

The leading man was pinched, but soon proved 
the gun he carried was a toy pistol, and he 
was permitted to go on his merry way. In 
this way the Commercial Motion Picture Com- 
pany secured the proper setting desired. 


CONDITIONS IN WESTERN CANADA. 

Moving picture theater managers in Alterta 
enjoyed for two Sundays official permission to 
open their houses te the public on this day. 
In Canada, no entertainments of any kind are 
permitted at which an admission is charged. 
Moving picture houses in Edmonton and Calgary 
endeavored, however, to open their houses by 
placing at the door a plate for collections, and 
thus implied strongly to the public that upon 
entering they were expected to contribute at 
least 10 cents before taking their seats. An 
attendant took up a position near the plate some- 
what on the principle of the service rendered 
by ‘‘Willum,’’ in Bunty Pulls the Strings. In 
this way a number of houses have been doing 
business On Sunday for some time. 

In September, however, prosecutions were ‘n 
stituted in the city of Edmonton against three 
of the moving picture houses, charging breach 
of the law, under Section 7, of the Lord’s Day 
Act, which prohibits performances if any fee 
ie charged directly or ‘“‘indirectly.” It was 
pointed out by the attorney representing the 
theater that while all people entering were ex- 
pected to place contributions on a plate, it was 
not necessary for them to do se in order to 
gain admission, The decision in the first court 
was given in favor of the theaters, and for two 
Sundays following, houses generally in Calgary 
and Edmonton were open. The Lord’s Day Al- 
liance then carried their case to the Supreme 
Court, a session of which was held in Edmonton, 
October 11. The decision of this appeal court 
was again in favor of the theaters. It was 
generally thought that this would end the matter 
and that the moving picture shows tbruout Al- 
terta would be able to give Sunday shows, 
should they care to operate them on a collection 
basis. The Lord’s Day Alliance, however, was 
not satisfied in giving up the fight this easily, 
and were able to induce the Provincial Govern- 
ment to issue new orders-in-council, covering 
moving picture shows thruout the Province, 
which went into force November 1. Evidently 
the government considered moving picture houses 
as legitimate prey, for the new regulations were 
so stringent both as to license fees and censor- 
ship that they appear to be distinctly unfair to 
this class of amusements. The most important 
clauses are as follows: 

No exhibition shall be permitted on the Lord’s 
Day, except in connection with a religious 
service, by written permission of the attorney- 
general, and all icenses shall be issued subject 
to the implied condition that no exhibition shall 
be permitted to take place on Sunday except 
with such permission. 

The annual license fees are fixed as follows: 

1. For houses seating up to 600 people, $150. 

2. For houses seating between 500 and 1,000 
people, $250. 

3. For houses seating 1,000 to 1,500 people, 


4. Four houses seating over 1,500 people, 
$500. 

These are in the case of cities. For picture 
houses in an incorporated town, the fee is $100; 
in an incorporated village, $50. The annual 
license fee where a film is offered as only one 
part of a performance of any kind, the fee is 
$25. 

FILM EXCHANGES. 


The owner, lessee or manager of a ‘“‘film ex- 
change’? must pay an annual license fee of $300, 
and an operator of a moving picture machine an 
annual license fee of $10. 

For the balance of 1913, only one quarter of 
the above fees will be charged, and for licenses 
issued after July 1 of any other year, half the 
atove fees. 

Regulations are imposed regarding. the oper- 
ating of moving picture machines. For instance, 
the films must be enclosed in a metal winding 
box, and nobody must be allowed in the oper- 
ating room while the picture is in motion. ‘The 
operator must be over the age of 18, and must 
not be under the influence of !:quor while oper- 
ating the machine. 

Section 15 states that ‘‘No picture of an im- 
moral or otscene nature or depicting crime or a 
prize fight shall be shown or exhibited."’ 

The provincial board of censors or any provin- 
celal or municipal officer or any officer of 
the R. N. W. M. P. is given power to seize and 
confiscate any uncensored film. The fine for 
running a film not passed by the censors is $25. 
A censoring fee of $1.00 for each 1,000 feet of 
film is charged. 

The Province of Alberta has in R. B. Chad- 
wick an official Censor, who has shown himself 
to be broad-minded and desirous of putting the 
managers to as little expense and trouble as is 
consistent with the practical performance of 
his duties in preventing the exhibiton of any 
improper film. He has contended that if a film 
had been passed by the censors in any part of 
the Dominion, it was unnecessary to subject it 
to further ingpection in Alberta. The new law. 
which it is very probable Mr. Chadwick had 
nothing to do with, provides, however, that all 
films must be censored in Alberta, and that

As soon as this matter is brought to the at- 
tention of the Fire Commissioners it 1s hoped 
by Union officials that an ordinance wil) be 
passed making the use of sand-bag-counter- 
weights unlawful.

Their musical selections are both classica! and 
ragtime, They pleased greatly and received four 
calls. 

No. 6—Barnes and Robinson, a lady and gen- 
tleman, in songs and clever comedy. They ap- 
pear In one and occupy the stage for twenty-one 
minutes. The gentleman remains at the piano 
thruout the offering. This is indeel a very 
good act and met with the decided approval of 
the audience. They received innumerable calls. 

No, 7—The Duttons, society equestrians, two 
ladies and a gentleman, The Duttons are a 
well-known circus troupe, and their act is 80 
meritorious that it is amply fit as an ideal closing 
act for any vandeyi! bill. The offering con- 
sumes six minutes, 


The program carries the intelligence that this 
is their first appearance here. Unless they 
change their patter the material in which 
is very old, overused and unfreshened, Cin- 
cinnati audiences wil] not care if it is their last. 
The act also uses one suggestiv joke which 
should be fumigated.

Credit must be given the act, however, for 
some clever singing and excellent dancing. If 
they would begin earlier with their songs and 
dancing, it would improve the act wonderfully, 
as Miss Noble has a most pleasing voice, and 
Halley dances well.

Paris, Nov. 9.—Houdini is the headliner on 
the November bill at the Alhambra here. His 
star trick is the water tank, one which Ameri- 
can audiences have marveled at ere this. It 
had never been seen in Paris before and of 
gourse it bas got ‘em guessing good and plenty. 

The Handcuff King uses a giass-faced cabinet 
some six feet deep. A strong cage is lowered 
into this and the tank filled with water. Hou- 
dini is then let down, head first, into the water 


and a curtain drawn about the aparatus, <A 
couple of minutes or so later, the trickster, to 
great applause, stands and bows before his 


audience. 

Other turns on the same bill are the Griffiths 
Brothers, one of whom has a great reputation 
asa stage ‘‘donkey.’’

‘The fysician ex- 
amines it, calls the father aside and explains 
that mortification has set in, and the boy’s hand 
must be amputated. The father refuses to 
allow this to be done, 

The next act is at the home of Marquis de 
Drangeil. The Dr. Turaut has been called in 
professionally, and In the drawing room he rec- 
ognizes in the Marquis the man who had called 
at the hospital the day before with the young 
man, The son is worse, and Dr. Tarut is askt 
to preschibe. All he can do, after examining the 


boy, is to urge the immediate amputation of 
the arm, the poison having greatly spread 
since the day before. Again the father refuses 


to permit the operation. There is a harrowing 
scene, the doctor demanding that the Marquis 
give in to save the boy’s life, but when at last 
he obtains consent, it is too late. The boy 
dies, 

The play serves to show the amazing power 
the law gives French fathers over their chil- 
dren until they reach the age of their majority.

FAIRS AND EXPOSITIONS 


CUERO (TEXAS) TURKEY TROT OPENS. 


Cuero, Texas, Nov. 19.—Governor 0. B. Col 
quitt of Texas headed the annual ‘‘turkey trot” 
parade here today, participat d in by 5.000 live 


turkeys, which stalked thru the streets in 
droves of a few hundred each, behind trained 
leaders One giant turkey gobbier driw a 
baby carriage with a small child passenger. 
Allegorical and jndustrial floats also appeared 
in the parade. The Turkey Trot is an annual 


celebration here. 


REPORT ON MINN. STATE FAIR. 


On the whole, the officers of the Minnesota 
State Fair and Exposition, held at Hamline, 
Minn., Septembir 1-6, were exceedingly well 
pleas:d with the results obtained his year, 
from all points of view, While we had two 
days’ rain, writes Secretary J. C. Simpsen. 
which undoubtedly reduced our attendance and 
receipts considerably, the final results, all things 
considered. were very satisfactory. From an 
exhibit viewpoint, I think I can truthfully 
Say, says Mr. Simpson, that nevir before in 
the history of the Minnesota State Fair, has 
there been such a uniformly good, and well 
balanced exhibit in all d partments, as we had 
this year. From my knowledge 


of state fair 
exhibits (and i believe I have attended as many 
or more state fairs than anyone who is engage: 
in this business), I desire to state that the ex 
hibit of agricultural products at the Minnesota 


State Fair is in a class by itself. There is 
more enthusiasm and greater interest taken in 
this department by the people of 


our state, 
by fully from one to two hundred per cent thar 


at any other fair of which I have any know! 
edge. The exhibit of our agricultural products 
is a revelation, not only to Minnesota people, 
but to strangers from outside, who visit ou 
fair 

The exhibit of apiary preducts is nothing less 
than marvelous One entire building is de- 
voted to the exhibit of honey and apiarian 


tools and equipment. Over thirty exhibitors par 
ticipatéd in the awards of premiums on honey. 


The fair management was very fortunate this 
year in getting Rev. Francis Jager, of St. 
Bonifacius, Minn.. to put on a working exhibit 
ef extracting honey. He breught over six 
tons of honey to the fair, and all machinery 


necessary for taking the honey 
to the bottle. This live 
interesting feature. 


I might go on and write a history of the ex 
hibits of the varions departments of our fair, 
says Mr. Simpson, but will simply say that 
our live stock show is increasing each year, 
and Minnesota will (in our opinion) show a 
greater increase in number and quality of live 
stock in the next decade than any state in the 
Union,

From an entertainment standpoint, the Minne- 


sota State Fair has always endeavored to fur 
nish a high-class, clean, entertaining program. 
They make much of music. There was employed 
by the management this year seven bands and 
three orchestras to furnish the music in the 
various buildings and various parts of the 
grounds, continually. Our big evening enter- 


tainm' nt consisted of the Cheyenne Frontier 
Days Show, put on by Irwin Broth«rs of Chey 
enne, in connection with a big fireworks pro 
gram put on by the Pain Pyrotechnie Company 
We had an upusual number of high-class free 
attractions staged in front of the grand stand 
The management was fortunate in inducing C. 
.. G. Billings, of New York. to bring his 
world’s champion trotting horse, Uhlan, to our 
fair, in an attempt to lower the Minneseota 
State Trotting Record of 2:0514, which he re 


duced to 1:59%; and In doing so not only low 
ered the Minnesota State Trotting Record, but 
also trotted the fastest mile ever trotted west 
of the Mississippi River. At our live stock 
<oliseum for five nights, was conducted a so 
civty horse show. The list of entries and 
stables shown were of excellent quality. On the 


last day of the fair (Saturday), the manage- 
ment prevides, annually, an automobile race pro 
gram. This seems to be about the biggesr fa 
ture the management can put on, as is clearly 
shown by the attendance at the grand stand 
and inclosure on this dav. The attendance on 


this day was close to 66,000. If this number 
there was, approximately, 35.000 in the grand 
stand and inclosure: over 34.000 of this num- 
ber paid to get in. The receipts from this 
source alone, on that afternoon, was over 
$10,000 


The tote] net receipts of this year’s fair will 
run very close to $257 000; the net expense will 
he from $212,000 to $213,000. 


GEORGIA-FLORIDA FAIR A BIG ONE. 


The Georgia-Florida Fair, held at Valdosta 
Ga., November 4-8, was the first one since the 
removal] of the State Fair to Macon seven years 
ago, and the success of the reopening exceeder 
the fondest hopes of the Fair Association and 
visitors.

FAIR NOTES. 


The exhibition hehi thie year was undoubtedly 
more successful than any previous fair, and 
next year’s exhibition will be’ even better, is 
the report made by Secretary C. D. Fisher, of 
the Saskatoon Industrial and Agricultural Ex- 
hibition Association. Saskatoon, the center of 
an expansiv fertile agricultural country h- 
cated in the province of Saskatchewan, is 
destined to have an exhibition the equal in 
greatness to any in Western Canada. This year 
the management put forth every effort to per- 
fect their machinery to create absolutely har- 
mony in all departmentg and thus hold the good 
will of visitors and exhibitors, and made the 
exhibition a record one. The prize money paid 
out in 1913 exceeded $25,000 and over $10,000 
was paid for attractions. Saskatoon is located 
near the center of the province of Saskatchewan 
and three trans-continenta] railways pess thru 
the city. The latest census gives Saskatoon a 
population of over 30,000. The Western Vaude- 
ville Managers’ Association furnisht the acts 
which were given in front of the grand stand, 
and Herbert Kline provided the shows on the 
midway. The exhibits of horses, cattle, sheep 
and swine surpassed the expectations of the 
natives of Saskatchewan. The displays of horti- 
cultural and dairy products were very creditable. 
A feature in connection with the racing at next 
years’ exhibition will be the operation of pari- 
mutuel machines to the exclusion of book- 
making. 


The Mecklenburg County Agricultural Fair 
Association, Chase City, Va., held ite third an- 
nual fair from September 30 to October 3, 1912. 
There were approximately 20,000 admissions. 
October 2 was Bryan Day. It was also on tuis 
date that Howe's London Shows were in town. 
There was racing, both running and trciting 
each day, and while the fair was confined to the 
counties of Mecklenburg, Lunenburg and Charlotte 
this year, the association will permit exbit its 
and competitors for all premiums and purses 
from any point in 1914. All midway cenccs 
sions made money this year, and the association 
is already looking forward to having «cue of 
the largest and best county fairs srnywhece. A 
building was erected this year which was ®t 
aside for the exhibits of the colored peole en- 
tirely. They had a most creditable exhibit. 
Secretary C. E. Geoghegan advises that the ae- 
sociation in 1914 proposes to have a clean mid- 
way. better and more free attractions, good 
shows and everything that can be secured to 
assure a big fair, 


The Powell County Fair, Deer Lodge, Mont., 
was a Success in its second annual effort, This 
association bas one of the best half-mile tracks 
in the Northwest. The racing continued for two 
weeks. The fair was held during the last week 
of racing, September 9-13. The attendance at 
the fair averaged about 3,000, which, when one 
considers the sparsely settled territory suround- 
ing the city, is a very good attendance, The 
fair more than paid expenses this year. The 
agricuMural exhibits were of the best. The as- 
sociation bas a first-class agricultural] exhibit 
building and the buildings for hte stock ex- 
hibits are well arranged and sufficient for the 
purpose for which they were built. In view of 
the fact that this was the second annual falr 
and that the grounds had to be entirely re-ar- 
ranged, the officers of the association are teing 
mde for the third annual fair, and the assovcli- 
tion expects to outdo the 1913 fair in grandeur 
of displays and entertainment features. The 
secretary is H. B. Grant. 


October 3 and 4 were the dates of the fair 
held by the Sedgwick County Fair Association 
at Julesburg, Colo., with R. J. Dobell acting 
as secretary. The attractions included horse 
racing, baseball, water fight, tug-of-war, ex- 
hibition of fire department, decorated parade, 
exhibition of farm products, also live stock, 
agriculture, horticulture, poultry, domestic and 
fancy work. Two thousand people attended the 
fair on the first day and five thousand on the 
second In 1914 the fair will probably be held 
about two weeks earlier than this year and will 
probably be financed the same as this year, viz.: 
contributions by merchants making the exhibition 
free to everybody. Secretary Dobell writes that 
the association finds by putting on the fair in 
this manner that it ds not very much more ex- 
pensiv than cleaning up deficits which usually 
occur from county fairs and that the people at 
large appreciate having one time when they can 
come to the county seat and be entertained ab- 
solutely free of expense. 

The Johnson County Fair, which was held at 
Mountain City, Tenn., September 17-19, was 
nulled off thru a downpour of rain on all three 
days, with seven to eight thousand people pre 
sent. The exhibits were far beyond expecta- 
tions. The Southern Railway and the Great 
Northern Railway companies had very attract‘, 


and interesting exhibite. All railroads ran spe 
cial excursion trains with special excursion 
rates. The amusements, consisting of a daily 


balloon ascension, snake shows, old plantation 
show, etc.. were not as good as last year, when 
a complete carnival furnisht the attractions. 
Next year the fair will probably be held the 
first week in Octoter, and it is the aim of the 
management to make it the best fair in the 
state. A first-clases carnival and aeroplane 
flights each day will probably be the attractions. 
D. H. Donnelly is secretary.

Centralia, Ill., had the first fair in Marion 
County that bas been held in 12 years and ac- 
cording to the secretary. W. E. Proulx, it was 
a success. The Marion County Agricultural As- 
sociation went to the expense of erecting five 
large buildings for exhibition purposes. These 
were filled to the limit with the exception of 
the building containing the farm products. This 
was due to the fact that the summer was very 
dry in that part of Illinois and the crops suf- 
fered as a consequence. On Thursday, Sep- 
tember 25, the attendance was about 6.000. and 
on Friday, approximately 7.000. The associa- 
tion has a new race track, which by next year 
will be one of the best courses in Southern 


Illinois. All premium money was paid this 
year Centralia is one of the best railroad 
centers in Illinois, as there are four roads en- 


tering that city, which bring visitors from all 
directions. 


There will be some fine fruit on display at 
the Tulare County Citrus Fair, which will be 
held in Visalia, Cal., this year from December 
4 to 138, inelusiv. The executiv committee of 
the fair, in order to secure extra fine speciments 
of citrus fruit, have offered high premiums to 
individual growers. Altogether prizes in cash 
aggregatimg $1,500 have been announct by the 
execntiv committee. This fair ts going to be 
one of the biggest faire in the history of the 
San Joaquin valley and thousands of visitors 
are expected from all parts of the state. The 
last Tulare County Citrus Fair held in Visalia 
in 180 is still remembered and talkt about in 
that part of the state. The coming fair will 
in every way be a more interesting and attrac- 
tiv expositien. All agricultural and horticul- 
tural products of Tulare County will be on 
display. 


The Fourth Annual Corson County Fair, Mec- 
Intosh, S. D., was held on September 2-4, 1913. 
The exhibit building was well filled with al 
kinds of exhitits, and the stock barns were too 
emall to furnish shelter for all stock exhibited 
at the fair. Owing to climatte conditions, the 
attendance was small. Entries for races will 
be opened early in the season of 1914. and the 
1914 fair wil be larger and better than ever. 
McIntosh being a Western town, located on the 
Standing Rock Indian Reservation, a large num- 
ter of Western sports are on the amusement 
program each year, Imcluding Indian dances 
(drest in their old-time costumes), broncho bust- 
ing. running and trotting races and various other 
amusements, These Western sports are wl! 
worth going a long way to see. E. N. Hoffmen 
is secretary. 


While weather conditions were against the 
fair beld by the Parker County Fair Assocta- 
tion, Weatherford, Texas, from September 30 
to October 4, yet taking everything Into con- 
sideration, it wae a anccess. It is planned to 
incorporate the association for $5,000 and sell 
the balance of stock to farmers, in order to 
create a greater interest among them. The fair 
next year will probably be held the latter part 
of August. because more people are at leisure 
at that time than at any other. More buildings 
for display purposes will be constructed - 
the race track Improved.

And I also have a soul-satisfying recollection 
ef the exhilarating, health-promotnig, joy-com- 
pelling atmosfere that expanded your lunge, 
permeated your bedy and made living a bliss, 
that greeted you as you raised the bili, after an 
all night ride, and caught old Sol as he arose 
from his berth and refresht the earth preparatory 
to the hot duties of the day. Only with the 
old wagon show would you have this delightful 
experience and as evidence that it put gladness 
into the heart of the old trouper, I sutamit the 
following clipping clipped from the State Journal 
of Lincoln, Neb., and past-d in my book of 
press notices: 

“The circus came in thie morning full of mud 
and good humor. The company left Beatrice at 
1 o'clock a.m,, and made 45 miles over the worst 
roads they ever saw. Indian Creek and Salt 
Creek were both bank-full of water, and had to 
be crossed and recrossed several times by acro- 
batic and gymnastic means. Let the company be 
well patronized in consideration of their in- 
domnitable pluck and contagious felicity.’’ 

Nice, ‘isn't it? The notice. I mean. The 
trip wasn’t nice, I distinctly remember, but 
that early morning sun bath took away al! jts 
weariness and muddy taste. 

But in this plethoric book of mine al the 
press notices are not so genial or comforting. 
No, not by some several degrees Fahrenheit. 1 
saved both kinds: lemonade wouldn't be _palat- 
atie without the sour in it, and I really admire, 
nay, prize, many of the knocks I got, Sometime 
in the future, if this makes good in the eyes of 
The Billboard censor, and he gives me the 
privilege, I will let you read some of these hot 
shots, and 1 will guarantee that they will 
interest you. 

Do you know this is a somewhat bewlldering 
tack that 1 have assumed? This writing about 
old times and things. principally things. 1 
have my old route book with notations of 
happenings al! thru between the times before me; 
my book of press notices on my right and a 
mountain of old bills, programs, etc.. on my 
left, and there is so much to write about, so 
many things I think might interest the reader, 
and there are s© many other things of more 
consequence to appear in The Billboard, that my 
space is necessarily limited, and I am puzzled 
as to just the angle at which to tackle this job. 

But there is one thing that has always ap 
peared odd to me, and that is, why, in all the 
write-ups, references to and reminiscences of the 
old-timers, which I meet from time to time in 
the secular, musical and amusement publications. 
1 never hear of their trouping with any but the 
big tops, and I wonder what has become of 
all those right royal riders, acrotats and gym- 
nasts that filled the dressing rooms and ‘nade the 
line-up from bank to bank of the ring in leaps 
and tumbling with Spaulding and Rogers, Nixon 
and Kemp, Haight and Chambers, Johnson and 
VanVieck, Dan Costollo’s, G. G. Grady’s Ortons. 
Ben Stone's, Doc Thayer's, Geo. W. DeHaven's, 
W. W. Cole's and Maginiey & Carroll's circuses, 
and with Cramer's Champion Circus, Dr. Backen- 


stoe’s Cosmopolitan; Saxton, Dunbar. Brooks pud 
Enrique’s International; Wooten & Haight’s 
Great Southern; O’Conner’s Great Western: The 
Great Eastern, and (Galesburg) Kobiason’s Com 
panies, all of which 1 saw, some ef whicn 1 
was with. Surely the boys can not be asbamed 
of their connection with these shows. Lawyers, 
Scientisys, statesmen, yea, even presidents, have 
been proud to boast of their country and village 


schooling. Then why should any performer 
forget the little hundred-foot round-top and the 
old wagon show, where many got the knowledge 
and power to get signed on with the big ones, 


end whére many that I have seen in the ring 
since, did their best work, 


1 was sorry to hear of the sad lines ‘n which 
Geo. M. Kelly has fallen, and if 1 was one of 
the circés proprietors, now rich and retired. for 


whom, by skili and daring, he made .noney in 
the oli days, he would nevt have to make such 


an appeal, And this reminds me that coutem- 
poraneous with Kelly an@ Robert Stickuey, there 
were such splendid leapers as Sam Keintert, 
Dick Berwick and Billy Dutton, and 1 dis iuetty 


rememler that Sam Keinhart carried a challenge 
in the N. Y. Clipper, backt by a fifty-dollar cash 
forfeit with Frank James, the editor, and that 
nobody ever covered it; and I know the winter 
Dick Berwick put in with L. B. Lent at the 
“Iron Byilding,”’ in New York City, he covered 
two hore*s more than any other leaper there, aud 
every night in the leaps the world was chal- 
lenged to outleap him, and that such a challenge 
appeared in several dailies in the city and there 
were no takers. Now this is no knock on 
George Kelly. There is no doubt but that be put 
the lid on the French gentlemen and was an 
extraordinarily fine leaper, and it is not in 
malice that 1 mention the other incontrovertable 
facts. 

Maginley and Carroll may not bave been the 
first ‘‘railroad circus,’’ but it was the first that 
anybody in the party bad ever engaged with, 
and the show was noted for its collection of 
old-timers, not one, inside or out, from owners 
to candy butchers, but had been in the business 
since ‘‘befo’ de wabr.’’ The show gave its 
initial performance at Fond du Lac, Wis., in the 
spring of 1867. Three box-cars and a half 
dozen flat cars were leased from the road over 
which it was hauled, and changed for cars over 
each line the company traveled. This string 
of boxes and flats was coupled to the regular 
passenger trains, and tbe circus people had to 
take pot luck with the other passengers in the 
coaches, no chair cars or Pullmans, and do the 
best we could for rest and sleep until we got 
to the hote] in the next town. The company 
had no band wagon, the band doing the pro- 
cession on horseback. And thereby bangs a tale, 
several tails, in fact, giving the good people 
of Fon du Lac a free exhibition of thrilling 
ground and lofty tumbling that they haven't 
ceased to talk about to this day. 

While the horses on which the band was 
mounted were all ring steck and accustomed to 
band music, none of them had ever had that 
music right over them on their backs, and there 
had been no rehearsal, so, when the first grand 
crash, with which the circus band always starts 
the procession came, there was an instantaneous 
break in the line of fours, into which the horses 
had been formed, and amid wild screams from 
the frightened riders, the horses ran and jumpt 
and kickt to all points of the compass. Directly 
was heard the dull thud of a Teuton as he 
struck the hard paved street, mingled with the 
jJingle-jangle of the thing he toted on as it 
tumbled by his side, while the air was bine 
with more Deutschen cuss words than were made 
good in the Schelswig Holstein war. The pro- 
cession was abandoned, while all hands joine d 
in the round-up of gaily comparisoned horses, 
eweet music, jangled out of tune, and bruised 
and broken relics of die Faderland. All were 
finally collected. Jimmy Franklin, the bass 
drummer, the only American in the group, being 
captured, while still mounted, in the shade of 
a saloon building, singing Rally ‘Round the 
Flag, Boys, and keeping time with drums and 
cymbals. As soon as the top was up and the 
ring was made at the next stand, horsess, horns 
and riders put in some time in becoming 
acquainted, and thereafter all went well. 

Just as I was about to close this screed, I 
received a copy of an Idaho paper, containing 
a circus ad, and from it excerpted the following 
as an evidence of sincerity and genuineness: 

“This is one of the oldest shows traveling. 
Has been organized since 1859 by the famous 
oid clown, ‘Dan Rice.’ ”’ 

It would seem from this showing that old-time 
circuses are remembered, and, speaking about 
longevity, that press agent's squib about old 
Mr. Methuselah becomes flat. stale and un- 
profitable fiction when we read in the news col-

A LETTER FROM CAPTAIN PRICE. 


Singapore, Ss. C., Oct. 15, 1913 
Editor The Billboard, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, 

I thought I would drep you a few 
lines to let you kiow that the Wonderland 
Shows are making good in the Orient. You 
will remember that we sailed from America ov 
March 20, 1913, for Saigon, Cochin China. We 
sailed from San Francisco on the llth on tie 
Japanese liner, Shinyo Maru. We called at 
Honolulu, Yokohoma, Kobe and Nagasaki, 
Japan, Manila and Hongkong, and arrived in 
Saigon, Cochin China, on April 26—a 9,000- 
mile jump. We opened in Saigon with six 
shows, five concessions, merry-go-round and 
balloon as free attractions. We played Saigon 
for two weeks to good business, and from there 
went to Cholon, a large Chinese town in Cochin 
China. We played there one week to good 
Dusiness, after which we played Mytho, Vin- 
long and Sadue, all in Cochin China, doing good 
business everywhere. Next we went to Fnom 

k, the capital of Cambodia, where we played 
two weeks, doing fine. 

We also made a balloon ascension for his 
majesty, the king of Cambodia, and his ma- 
Jesty was highly delighted. Garnet B. Town 
send, of San Francisco, who is associated with 
Mme, made the ascension, 


From Cambodia we retarned to Saigon, and 
from there to Singapore. We played Singapore 
one month, doing well. We split the shows 
up here. Wilfred Burne and Townsend, my 
pértners, took three of the shows, merry-go- 
round, band and three concessiong and went to 
Java. They have been doing a good business in 
Java. With the remainder of the shows and 
balloon I toured Sumatra, Johore and the Fed- 
erated Malay States. While in Ipoh Perak F. 

8., we ran into the Hippodrome Circus. The 
Hippodrome ig owned and managed by Kisto 
Bysack, the Barnum of the Orient, and he cer- 
tainly has got some show. Bysack is a nativ 
of Bengal and a prince of good fellows. ‘The 
veteran American showman, 8S. ©. Abel, was 
with the show, in a pitiful condition, dying 
from cancer of the tongue. (He died October 
13 at the Sea View Hotel, Penang.) Mr. Abel 
Was a nativ of Kentucky and has toured the 
Orient for 40 years. He was 78 years old. 
He bad been with Bysack for ten years and had 
4 small interest in the show. 

While in Ipeh, Bysack and I arranged to 
bring over a big Oriental show, called Gorgeous 
India, to the Panama-Pacific Exposition, if suf- 
ficient inducement ia offered. I will give you 
further details about this show later, 

Burns and Townsend join me here in Nov 
ember, We will then go to Burma, Madras and 
Ceylon; then to Manila for the curnival. We 
have dDought quite a lot of big snakes and 
animals while out here thig time. This is my 
fifteenth trip to the Orient. We all hope to be 
home in 1915 with Gorgeous India, and we will 
all be glad to get back to the good old U. S A 


There ig money to be made out here, but the 
life is a dog's life. The Billboard has been a 
welcome visitor, as I took the precaution to 
subscribe for it before I left home. Singapore 
is our Oriental] headquarters, and we will be 
giad to hear from friends at all times,

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The Business Side Of Carnival Merchandising 


By JOSEPH G. KAEMPFER. 


Hushed are the calliope's heart-rending melo- 
dies, the fakers and barkers are resting their 
pipes, the merry wheels have stopt their steady 
grind—the faire are over and the carnivals, with 
few exceptions, have hied away to their winter 
quarters, 

Looking at the carnivals from the manufac 
turer's view-point, altho I do pot wish to pose 
@s ab expert, 1 can say that if the right side 
of the ledger is indicativ of success then this 
past season has been anything tut a failure. 

Good management of the ‘“‘Caravans’’ and the 
application of modern business methods are re 
sponsible for this in a large degree, as the weath 
er department has not been over-generous this 
fall in handing out showman's weather. 

Each year shows a markt improvement in the 
manner in which traveling companies are con- 
ducting their business and the days of ‘get the 
money,’' even tho the bridges are burned, are 
rapidiy fading into the past. Several times this 
summer 1 have found it necessary to be on the 
lots, and the concentrated cfforts to clean up 


much as trade is stimulated and new novelties 
are introduced and a demand created. 


The wise merchant who looks ahead can profit 
ty spending a few hours on a lot in search of 
new merchandise. In a great many instances, 
immediately after a carnival has vacated a 
town, I have received inquiries and orders from 
merchants in that town for the identical articles 
we had shipt to the carnival while playing 
there. 

Is this not proof positiv that carnivals are not 
only a source of merriment and amusement, but 
are beneficial to trade as well? It must also 
be remembered that the farmers are brought to 
town, and strangers are attracted by the 
presence of a carnival aggregation. 

Summer parks, in the larger cities with suf 
ficient popu'ation to support them for the entire 
season, must, in order to be successful, possess 
the spirit of the carnival with its noise and 
laufter, its midway and side-shows, its carousel 
and Ferris wheel, an@ last, but not least, the 
ever-barking fakirs. 

The majority of the fakirs today are shrewd,

is pleasing to note this determination to pave 
the way for following years, but after all it is 
niy self preservation and playing safe 

The amount of merchandise, built especially 
for the fair and carnival trade and used during 
4 ecason, is almost appalling, and there is not a 
question in my mind but what upwards of mil! 
lion dollars worth of toys are disposed of by 
concessionaries with traveling organizations 

I am speaking of stuffed toys, Teddy bears, 
dolla, etc., and do not include the hundred dif 
ferent styles of smaller novelties It is per 
baps hard to belleve that this large amount of 
goods should te distributed between the months 
of May and October, but I consider this a very 
conservativ estimate and am _ “satisfied other 
manufacturers will corroborate this statement. 

There are werchants in both the smaller and 
large towns, visited by canival companies, who 
look with envy upon the number of toys sold 
by the carnival fakir and complain bitterly that 
this business should be done by the local 
merchant and thus keep the money in the town 
instead of having it carried away by the carn! 
vals, 

Rut there is aw altogether different slant to 
this and gradually the local dealers are be 
coming more optimistic because In reality this 
Quwstle and bustle on the part of the carnival con 
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thrifty men and as honorable and as worthy 
of credit as the well-rated merchant 

Some sinall circuses, years back, were re 
gular havens for bunco-men, gamblers and 
“trimmers’’ of all sorts, and many of these 
circuses were formed for the sole purpose of 
entering a town to clean-up Their efforts to 
entertain were Side lines and a mere excuse for 
their presence. The result was that the public 
grew to be suspicious of everything that had the 
mere semblance of one of the old-time organiz 
ations, and even tho this has been overcome to a 
great extent, there is still the occasional home 


guard who puts both hands in his pockets when 
nearing a stand, 

Most of the present-day fakers and paddk 
Wheel workers are well bred, well educated men, 
wd many of them are so well groomed that 
the home talent can look to them for ideas in 
proper dress I believe the most apparent of 
all improvements in the outdoor show-business 
is the class of men now engaged in this work 

There are exceptions, of course, and these ex- 
ceptions are unscrupulous men who take unfair 
advantage of the manufacturers and who prove 
unworthy of the confidence placed in them 
These few exceptions have no regard for the 
firms that ship them the goods which makes 
possible their living, and they are a source of 
inconvenience and financial loss, 

This condition exists in almost every line of 
. ‘ — ban es . 
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facturers can do is to remember their burnt 
fingers and act accordingly. 

The recent price-cutting war indulged in by 
the cigar stores in New York has been brought 
to a close. The flag of truce has been raised 
and an amicatie arrangement restored. It Is 
to be hoped that a similar condition may be 
brought about by the stuffed toy manufacturers. 
Their constant cutting of prices has been harm 
ful to all concerned, as there have teen many in 
Stances where a manufacturer actually sold his 
products less than cost of manufacture. 

This is conduciv of creating mistrust among 
the carnival trade, and the purchasers are na 
turally under the impression that there is an 
enormous margin of profit In this line. If the 


manufacturers would keep in closer touch with 
one another, bury the hatchet, and, without 
forming any combination in restraint of trade 
refrain from revengeful price cutting all of 
this would be avoided. 

The suecessful manufacturer must advertio 
judiciously in standard publications, catering 
the fair and carnival trade, as it is only 
this way the people engaged in this business 
can be reacht, owing to the migratory nature 
of their calling. 

I am firmly convinced that the carnivals have 
come to be recognized aS not only a benefit 
the community in which they shew, bout 
considered educational features and the means o*¢ 
clean, r.freshing recreation.

FEATURE FILM FACTS 


In my travels as a in the office— 
of rental department, handling 


nothing but features—in my interviews with the 


road man, 


as the manager 


exhibitor, the main topic seems to be feature 
films. I have always made it a point to try 
and study the genera! opinions of the exhibitors 
as a whole, and to study their wants, and it is 


almost unbelievable what a demand there is for 
this class of service. 

It is needless to go back to the days when a 
feature was anything that could not be put into 
one reel, or, rather, that could be put into one 
reel, but was padded into two and three reeis. 
It is needless to go back to the exhibitor whose 
service was all used by his competitors, and who 
was compelled to use features or close up. A 
feature is bookt nowadays, not because a man 
has to have it or close up because he can not 
get service, but simply because his audience 
demand it. It is true that he can get features 
from his regular exchange. It is also true that 
when a man wants a diamond, he goes to a 
jeweler's; when he wants a suit he goes to a 
tallor’s, and when he wants a feature he goes 
to a feature film exchange. When a man talks 
of regular service from his exchange, and he 
refers to a two or three-reel picture, he does 
not say ‘“‘feature,’’ he says ‘“‘multiple reel sub- 
jJect’’—and why does he say this? The wise 
exhibitor knows that real features must come 
from people who specialize in features, just as 
his watch must come from a reliable jeweler, 
and his clothes from a reliable tailor. 


The greatest proof we have today of the pop- 
ularity of the feature film is that the largest 
theaters in the country not only are forced to 
pay their regular service on the day they run 
a feature, but they gladly pay a good price to 
the feature film exchange, In addition, to run 
a feature from them. From the manager's point 


the name of the picture, the publicity matter, 
and the price asked for the rental of the same. 


A feature film can be divided into two classes 
and judged by its name. One class which fea- 
tures some actor or actress of importance, which 
in itself is a drawing card. The higher class 
of neighborhood houses are the largest users of 
this class of film. The other class of feature 
film is the one that is commonly known as the 
“thriller.” It is the latter at present 
which seems to be in demand. A catchy name, 
a flashy set of posters, and a few ‘‘thrills,” 
backt up by a good story, makes the feature that 
all houses want, for it appeals to all classes of 
patronage.

Chicago is perhaps the greatest 
center in the United States. Here one can find 
an endless variety of features. The older ex- 
changes are in a position to give a man a daily 
change of features for six months without re- 
peating, while the newer ones can take care of 
a hovse with several per week for an unlimited 
period.

The city houses alone use an enormous 
amount of features, and there are but very few 
houses in the entire city that use only regular 
service; that is to say, they do not use outside 
features. Out of the city it is the same story. 
Nearly every city has its opera house, and nearly 
every house has a motion picture machine. On 
dark nights, when there is no regular show on, 
a three-ree] feature, with a comedy reel, man- 
ages to pack the house. Thus, regardless of how 
many houses there are usfwg film service in one 
{of the cities, the manger of the opera house

has always something different to offer on bie 
dark nights. 

Four years ago, when a film manufacturer 
turned cut a two-reel feature, there was a big 
bonus on it. If he turned out a three-reeler, 
the small town theater man had to save up 
his nickels for the extra charges on it if he 
wanted to run it, for his exchange vold him in 
bold letters that “tis subject is uever to pe 
placed In regular service.” Even if he did pay 
the bonus, it took the manufacturer three weeks 
to release the three-reel feature, for in those 
days a theater manager had to wait until] the 
three weeks were up in order to show the film 
in its entirety. 


A few years ago, when some great actress 
appeared in a feature, the makers forgot the 
production and felt that just as long as the 
noted star was shown the public was satisfied. 
But now things are different. Take a look at 
one of the productions of the All-Star Players, 
or the Famous Players Film Co., and you cap 
see for a dime what we had to pay $2.00 for 
in days gone by. Take, for instance, such films 
and productions as Arizona, Thomas W. Ross In 
Checkers, Lilllan Langtry, Lottie Pickford and 
a multitude more—is it any wonaer that the 
motion picture theater has made inroads on the 
legitimate theaters? Is it any wonder that the 
very theatrical managers who thought moving 
pictures were a joke are now heavily interested 
in same? The many actore and actresses who 
sneered at them are now appearing in them, or 
else ate clamoring for a chance at them. The 
society leaders of fashionable residence sections 
who voiced disgust with the ‘‘movie’” show at 
first, are now the very ones to know what the 
neighborhood show has on, and they are now 
usually the first ones at the ticket window «es 
soon as the 7:00 o'clock rush of ‘‘kids’’ is over. 
Surely the feature has done its share. 


Take, for instance, George Kietne’s Quo 
Vadis? Had some one toki the writer a few 
years ago that he would pay 60 cents and sit 
thru two hours of pictures, he would have laufed. 
“Seeing is believing,” and if the past is any 
earnest of the future, then it is safe to say 
that the future of the picture gawe its the 
feature end. Right now it is safe to state that 
the single reel in the near future will be con 
fined to a comedy or an educational. We may 
even look for the current weekly to come Ip 
multiple reels. They started out with one 4 
week, and now they come twice a week, and 
before they get thru they wili be issued twice 
a week, in two or three reels te the issue, just 
like the old multiule-reel features were issued tp 
the days gone by.

Right 
here in Chicago such pictures as Les Miserables 
caused people to sit up and take notice of 
the fact that they did not know wnat they had 
missed in the past by not taking advantage of 
the ‘‘movies”? long before.

THEATER BEAUTIFUL. 


Calgary, Alta (Special correspondence to The 
Billboard) (Editor's Note—The Allen Theater is 
something new in the way of picture theater 
construction. Is this the beginning of a general 
and wide-spread idea that eventually all picture 
houses will be as large as our regular theaters? 
We shall watch with considerable interest.) 

The Allen Theater, Beautiful (moving picture 
house) of Calgary, Alberta, gave its formal 
opening on the evening of Novemter 14, before 
a large andience of invited guests, consisting 
ef the members of the Green Room Club, the 
Calgary Ad Ciwb, aad others. 

This beautifal theater, the finest fotoplay 
house of ite size in Canada, represents an ex- 
penditure of $125,000 on a site worth $200,000, 
making a total valuatton of $325,000, and the 
entire building is used exclusivly for theater 
purposes. J. J. Allen, Meyer Cohen, and H. L. 
Gage spent several months in inspecting the 
most modern moving pictures houses on the 
continent, end the present Aflen is a result 
of a combination of suggestions put forward by 
them. With foil appreciation of the meaning 
of the words, I can state that I have never seen 
4 more beautiful auditorium, There are, of 
course; many which are larger, but I truly 
believe that the contention of the owners that 
there is no more handsome fotoplay theater in 
existence, is almost justified. 

The building ts of Class A construction, abso- 
lutaly fireproof, is provided with seven wide 
exits, and has a seating capacity of 970, Chairs 
<xpplied by the American Seating Co., are of 


Frenweh walnut and luxuriously upholstered in 
plush and leather, and are as comfortable 
theatre seats as 1 have ever occupied, The 


screen bs 8x13, feet in size, and two Power's 
nachines are provided. 

The heating and yentilating eystem is very 
etticient, fresh air being taken from a level of 
) feet above the street, forced thru beated 
~olls, and the vitiated alr is removed from the 
oor line ty fans. The capacity is 160,000 cuble 
feet of air, which provides a complete change 
every three minutes. In summer months, pre- 
vision is made for passing the air thra fee 
water sprays, which is guaranteed to reduce 
the temperature below 70 degrees on the hottest 
lays, 

The auditorium ts 46 feet ty 130 feet, with an 
aside height ef 34 feet. The outer lobby ts 
vallt exelusivly of Mexican onyx, with Klondike 


marble for the inner lobby. Onyx and marble, 
are used everywhere thruout the interior as a 
substitute for wood, with the exception of the 
mahogany doors and the finish for the ladies’ 
rest room, which is of Circassian walnut, with 
furniture of the same material inlaid with ivory. 
The color scheme of the house is a soft shade 
of rose du barry, blended with ivory, and with 
tapestry effect panels on the walls. A special 
carpet and curtains of heavy red silk velour were 
especially woven for this house, and harmonize 
with the general design, which is of Louis XIV. 
period. The ceiling treatment is the most elab- 
orate that I have seen in any fotoplay house, 
and contains a great quantity of cast orna- 
mental work, done by the best artists that could 
be ottained from the United States. A combin- 
ation of rose, gold, ivory and soft French gray 
has given a color effect here that would be diffi 
eult to excel. 

The music is provided by a large Kimball 
pipe organ of 42 stops, representing an ex- 
penditure of $15,000, The organ pipes are 
erected on either side of the proscenium arch. 
with the keyboard located, of course, in the 
orchestra pit. It is equipt with cathedral chimes 
and other pleasing effects. The organ will be 
used to supplement the orchestra, and in ad- 
dition to it, the theater possesses a grand 
piane and a seven-piece orchestra, 

The opening of the theater was a great suc- 
cess, the mayor of the city, and R. B. Chad- 
wick, official censor of the province of Alberta. 
delivering short addresses. The opening picture 
was a dramatic playlet, His Hour of Triumpf, 
featuring Wm. Shay. The management of the 
house fs in the hands of Carl G. Milligan, who 
resigned aS manager of Pantages Theater, San 
Franciseo, in order to fill this position. Meyer 
Cohen will have charge of the publicity. 

The Allens control moving picture houses In 
the following cities: Three in Calgary and two 
in Edmonton, Alberta; two in Winnipeg, Mani- 
towa; one in Regina, and ane in Moose Jaw, 
Saskatchewan, and if the new Calgary house 
preves successful, similar houses will be erected 


at Moose Jaw, Saskatoon and Vancouver. They 
also own the Canadian Film Exchange, with: 
branches in all the larger Canadian cities. Their 


head office is located at Calgary. 

It is the Iimtention of the management te 
charge day admission of 15 cents, reserve seats, 
25e., and night, 25 cents, with reserve seats 35 
cents; children 10 cents. A large number of 
the seats are reserved, and it will be inter 
esting to know whether or not the public can 
be induced to pay 35 cents in any numters for 
the evening show. There will be two changes 
of program weekly. The Fameus Players films, 
and the All Star Feature films will be exhibited 
exclusivly in this house.

WHAT'S THIS? 


News of the Universe igs to be Thrown Upon 
Picture Screens, at Least So Saith 
Our Old Friend Leo Gaumont, 


Paris, Nov. 22 (Special cabie to The Billboard) 
—H. G. Wells’ prediction that the world would 
one day get for nothing all its news thrown 
on a picture screen sandwiched between ad- 
vertsements, the production of which would 
cover the cost of showing the news films, has 
@ prospect of immediste fulfillment, according 
to Leo Gaumont, manufacturer of fotoplays and 
proprietor of the Paris Hippodrome, the world’s 
largest picture palace. 

M. Gaumont has just returned from an ex- 
tensiv tour of the United States, studying the 
motion picture business there. 

“An American firm,’’ he said, ‘‘is about to 
manufacture a safety non-infammable film at 
one cent a yard. The present price of the 
ordinary non-infammable film is ten cents. This 
enormous reduction in the cost of films to the 
exhibitor is bound to lead to a complete revolu- 
tion in the moving picture business thruout the 
world, and will also cause a tremendous up- 
heavel in advertising methods. The United 
States will lead the world im these great changes, 
because it has already discovered the means of 
making cheap films and has always taken the 
lead in putting new ideas into practice. 

“The movies of tomorrow will consist of 
nothing but newg films. These will be shown 
bour by hour all day long. Admission halls 
will be free and the public, in addition, will 
enjoy music and use lounge and reading rooms 
gratuitously. This is not a fantastic vision. 
It is a practical business proposition from the 
view point of the proprietors of halls, for they 
will be able to make handsome profits by inter 
posing ingenious entertaining and costly adver- 
tisement films. With a possibility of reaching 
the public in this way advertisers won't hesitate 
to spend money freely in the manufacture of 
exhibition filme. 

“It not overindulgence in imagination to 
say that within a year or two America first and 
the European countries later will posssess mil-

K. G. BARKOOT’S CAREER. 


The Barkoot World's Greatest Shows closed 
one of the most sucerssful seasong of its career 
at the National Conservation Expesition at Kaoox 
ville, Tenn... November 1, and went into winter

While there Mr. Barkoot organized Company 
No. 2, consisting of 12 paid attractions, two 
free acts and a Royal Italian Band, opening the 
season at Marietta, Ga.. November 3. 

Now in regard to the merits of the various 
attractions which Mr. Barkoot his presented to 
the public from time to time, no comments 
need be made for the endorsements he has re- 
ceived from press and public are sufficient. 
However, a brief sketch of his Iife may be in- 
teresting to his many friends and admirers. 

Khalie George Barkoot was born March 12, 
1878, at Beyrouth, Syria, Asia. At the tender 
age of 13 he came to this country to attend the 
World’s Fair at Chicago, and while there he 
opened a concesson, selling Oriental goods, and 
remained there until the close, being one of 
the youngest conceasioners at that famous ex- 
position. He then returned to his nativ lend, 
remaining there three years, and in 1896 he 
returned to Chicago making that his beadquarters 
for importing and seiling Oriental goods. The 
following year he went to Dixon, 1!) and 
while there he met Mr. and Mrs. George Love 
land, who, having visited Me, Barkoot’s nativ 
land, becime deeply interested In him and pre 
vailed on him to make that @ his home, and 
to attend the Dixon College, eh he did. The 
knowledge he obtained by so doing was of in 
estimable value to him in the vears to follow. 
In 1898 and 1899 he was at the Trans-Mississippi 
Exposition at Omaha. Neb... selling Oriental 
goeds. Next he was in Buffalo, N. Y.. run 
ning a cafe and selling Oriental goods. In 
the spring of 1901 he organized an Oriental Show 
and joined the Gaskill Shows at Birmingham, 
Ala., remaining only four weeks He then 
joined Bostock and Ferari, and remained with 
them until they closed the season. In the 
spring of 1902 he joined the Morris & Berger 
Cireus Co.. at Bristol, Tenn... and when that 
company closed at Richmond, Va., he organized 
a carnival company. consisting of seven paid 
attractions, free acts and an eight-piece band, 
and opened at Petersburg, Va. To write of 
the hardships of that little company during the 
first year of its existence would fill columns of 
this paper, and be interesting reading too. But 
Suffice it to say from the opening date of that 
company in October, 1902, until the spring of 
1907, Mr. Barkoot accumulated a fortune and 
invested it in enterprises at the Jamestown 
Exposition, and when that exposition closed he 
did not have a dollar that he could call his own. 
Since that time he has amassed considerable 
real estate, a healthy bank account, uniimited 
credit and a 20-car show. one of the finest. 
best equipt, most progressivy and representaiv 
organizations of its kind extant, and he is con 
sidered by all to be one of the brightest lumin- 
aries in the firmament of showmen. 

His push. pluck, persistency, hospitality, 
generosity and charming personality bave won 
for him countless friends and admirers. Take 
him all in all, he is a fine fellow, well met. 
heart whele, generous to a fault, and the words. 
jeaousy, deceit, malice, hatred, egotism, bi- 
gotry and all kindred expressions not [n bis 
vocabulary.

AL F. GORMAN, 


Youngest and Most Progressive Carnival 
Magnate in America. 


Al. F. Gorman, general manager and sole 
proprietor of the Gormen Greater Shows, is 
recognized as one of the lesding factors in the 
outdoor amusement life of America and is one 
if not the most progressive manager in the 
country He is known as the beau brummel of 
the carnival business and ia the youngest owner 
in the world of tented attractions 

Al., as he igs termed by his Intimates, was 
born in Lima, Ohie, September 4. 1883, and 
first broke into the amusement world as ticket- 
seller and grinder on the old Gaskill-Lavette 
Show during the vears of 1891 and 1892, going 
over the Garkill-Munday Show as talker and 
ticket-seller for Joon Rackman in 1908, 

Gorman was ‘‘some talker’’ in those days, a 
gift which he still possesses in a somewhat 
higher plane of the carnival business, and he 
spent the two following years in that capacity 
with the Ferar! Brothers’ attractions, 

In 1906-7 he had his first experlence of pro- 
moting, a sfere in which he has since shown 
as one of the bright particular stavs of the car- 
nival firmament, with the Hoss & Smith Shows 
with whom he promoted and handled all special 
events Following this position he started on 
his own account ax an Independent promotir in 
the yeir 1908 He promoted such celebrations 
as Rirmingham and Chattanooga, both of them 
big successes 

Ilis prowess as a general representativ by this

urse, we mean to take into consideration the 


amount of capital invested and the real ex 
= sry of conducting the enterprise, Profit is 
at counts !n the show business The gross 


feceipts on some shows might be $30.00.) vet 
the profits on the season may not be over $10,000, 
eay this is.a good comparison: A ‘“‘pit’’ show 
that has taken In $27,000 on the season, would 
show a profit of $12,000, We are writing bere 
of a thirty-ear carnival, On smaller outflis the 
receipts would probably show in proport'on. 
Who originated the ‘pit. 24n-1, 4-In-1 5- 
in-1 and 7-in-1, is a mooted question, Welter 
K. Sibley is generally given credit, but the 
writer saw ‘‘Snakey’’ Thornton on the Kankakee 
falr grounds back in 1901 with an open front 
with four pite, altho he did not have the 
banner front as it is today, Sibley deserves 
credit for perfect'ng the ‘‘pit’’ show as tt ts 
‘olay, with one long tent and a «ystematic 


arrangement of pits and tanner fronts, with the 
entire interior open from end to end. King 
Karlo conceived the idea of framing up a 20-in-1 
at Coney Island, This idea was put into exe- 
cution by Sam Gumpertz and today the Gumpertz 
“‘pit’’ show is a big winner with the Ferari Car- 
nival. Karlo, however, never protited from 
putting Gumpertz ‘‘wise,’’ 

Then came Doc Turner, who built his ‘‘pit’’ 
show around a ‘“‘Geek’’ pit and has always ‘een 
the big noise around the various carnivals he 
has been connected with. Good-natured Doe 
Turner has accumulated a comfortable fortnne 
from his ‘‘pit’? show and has his entire family 
“‘at home”’ In his own private Pullman car. Doc 
started h's ‘“‘Geek’’ show some fifteen years ago 
and still sticks to it as his feature. He tried 
a fat woman this year as a feature, but soon 
returned to his first love. 

Then came C. H. Armstrong, of Riverview 
Park, Chicago, with the first real big five-cent 
“pit”? show, but he soon abandoned the five-cent 
idea and advanced the admission to ten cents, 
and then finds that a calllope is necessary to 
meet opposition. Armstrong also conceived the 
“fat people. tall people and short people’’ eon 
vention, all in one pit, but it is doubtful 
whether this combination has proven successful. 
The single pit, no matter how many features 
may te in it. can not compete with the 
mammoth 20-in-1 of today. 

Harry Metz, Steve Mills, ‘Irish’? Dore, Lucas, 
Faulkner and the Klass boys were also nloacers 
in the ‘‘nit’’ business, and all of them today 
can boast of bank accounts, real estate and 
private cars from real money accumulated witn 
the'r ‘‘pit’’ shows. 

The demand for freaks, novelties and good 
lecturers was never better than it is today, and 
salary is no object if a good pit attraction can 
be secured. 

Back in 1851, P. T. Barnum, the world’s 
greatest originator of fakes and freaks, started 
on h‘'s successful show career with the public 
exhibition of curlosities, with Joice Heath, an 
aged negress, claimed to be over 160 years old. 
and to this day the public Is just as anx‘ous to 
see that which is strange, odd and curions as 
it was when the great P. T. was in his first 
experimental stage as a showman—only now the 
putlic must have a big lot for thefr money. 

A big flash of paintings, with nothing to show 
inside, Is not a real show that will get the 
business. Remember a carnival is in town for 
a week and the public soon learns whether a 
show is worthy of patronage or not. Give them 
a lot for thelr money and they will tell others. 
Give them a dozen pits. with nothing but 
dead or stuffed mermaids. two-headed giants, 
devil-fish and a few consumptiv monkeys, all 
represented alive on gaudy paintings, talkt on 
by blatant splelers, and the second day on the 
lot the public will pass the show by the same 
as a little child would pass by a faded flower. 
But give them life and action, and then see 
the golden shekels flow from the public into 
the coffers of the showman who gives them the 
best In the curiosity market. 

At first the ‘“‘pit’’ showman could not see 
why he should pay a good salary for a living 
curtosity, when a dummy in the pit wonld do 
just as well, and besides. would not cost any- 
thing, but this season has convinced them of the 
error of their ways, and lo! tehold! As ‘‘Slim’’ 
Wren, the old-time spleler would say: ‘The 
proof of the pudding is In the eating thereof.” 
Out of the ranks of embryo showmen there stept 
a young man, full of manly vigor snd sound 
business acumen—a man who was advice-proof— 
a man who had Ideas of his own, who determined 
to show the old fossils of freakdom how the 
public would respond to merit, to Iiving wonders, 
to aqhatic sports, to industry, and to incessant 
grinding for the elusiv dime. Where others 
had two freaks he secured four. Where others 
had one tent, he had two. Did he succeed Well. 
listen: It was he who did $27.000 in twenty 
seven weeks. It was he who took $10.000 at the 
Toronto exhibition. You don't belleve it? Then 
go the to Con. T. Kennedy Shows and ask how 
much money was taken in by the M. M. Klass 
‘nit’? show. These figures are given, not in a 
spirit of egotism, but to show what a little 
business sense can do when used properly. Other 
‘pit’? shows have doubtlessly done equally well. 
and If this article only helps to add a few more 
meritorins features to the many ‘“‘nit’’ shows 
now anringing Into existence, we will feel thet 
The Billboard has been the one and only paper 
ready to help in the advancement of this 
amusement,

IMPORTANCE OF CLEAN ATTRACTIONS. 
(Continued from page 29.) 
varieties of hay can be produced in that section, 
but they go there for amusement and to get 
their minds away from the business and social 
protiems with which they are confronted—in 
other words they go there to enjoy themselves. 

Of course, the majority of these visitors visit 
the exhibit buildings and spend possibly more 
time there than they do visiting the attractions 
to be found on the fair grounds, and many of 
them are even led to make purchases in the sec- 
tion represented, or even to locate there, but the 
attractions and the environment of the fair 
grounds first influenced them to attend the fair, 
and if they are disappointed and fail to find 
wholesome, clean amusement they become dis 
gusted and leave without further investigating 
the advantages of the section for which the ex- 
position is held. 

It is not the purpose of the writer, in this 
article, to lose sight of the fact that the ex- 
hibits are the prime factors and the ones which 
should be emfasized in conducting fairs, but ex- 
perience has shown that the only way to draw 
and hold good attendances at fairs, of what- 
ever nature, is thru good, clean attractions. In 
other words, it is very much like drawing a 
crowd for a political meeting: Suppose there 
are two political meetings in a town at the 
same time. One of the meetings, we will say. 
has on its program some of the most prominent 
political speakers in the state, while the men 
who are to address the other crowd are prac- 
tically unknown. However, the promoters of the 
latter gathering get together, and they employ 
the best brass band there is in the country and 
parade the streets. Anybody knows which meet- 
ing will have the crowd. The idea is that, al- 
tho we recognize the fact that the primary pur- 
pose of most fairs, as stated in the beginning 
of this article, is to exploit the advantages of 
the section in which they are held; before any- 
thing can be accomplisht the attendance must 
te secured, and must be held. 

All of this is true, simply from the stand- 
point of advertising the exposition feature of 
the fair, to say nothing of the effect the attrac- 
tions have upon the gate receipts and upon the 
financial success, or failure, of an undertaking 
of this kind. As we said in the outset, few, 
if any communities, counties or states could 
afford year after year to operate a fair, no mat- 
ter how much of a success it might be in the 
way of exploiting and advertising the advan- 
tages of the section, unless some means of pro- 
viding some revenue to, at least help, defray the 
expenses of conducting the show is secured. We 
know of no better way to secure this revenue 
than thru first-class, up-to-date attractions. 

The foregoing refers mostly to the paid at- 


tractions, but what is true of them is equally, 
if not more, true in regard to the free attrac- 
tions. 


No fair can be much of a success without free 
attractions, and these attractions, to accomplish 
their purpose, must be absolutely first-class and 
must be something new and entertaining In 
order to make a fair the success it should be 
the crowds must be held from the time the gates 
are opened in the morning until closing time at 
night, and, unless there is some amusement pro 
vided to entertain the visitors during the inter 
vals between the time the various paid attrac 
tions begin onerating, or while the exposition 
buildings may be closed to visitors, the crowds 
become impatient and are inclined to leave and 
may not return, Lut on the contrary may go 
out and tell their friends there is nothing of 
interest going on at the fair grounds and that 
they will be wasting money to go out. 

Every fair manager realizes the influence in 
every community of the church people and their 
general attitude toward attractions at fairs, and 
knows how essential it is that the line of at 
tractions provided be such that they cannot just 
ly criticize them. Of course. with this class 
of people. there are some fanatics who wil! 
criticize anything that gives an exhbibtion under 
a tent. but we do not refer to these, but to the 
more liberal and broader minded class, who do 
not object to legitimate, clean attractions, but 


who do, justly, object to anything shady, or not 
up to the standard. We all realize that the 
influence of this class is far reaching and that 
thele displeasure is not to be sought. 
Another thing to be considered is the laws 
of the various states and cities in which fairs 
are held. Almost every county, or city, is will- 


ing to make concessions in the matter of licenses 
for fairs, so long as the courtesy extended is 
not abused. Almost any fair manager can go 
before a city council or a board of county com 
missioners and get valuable concessions by rep 
resenting that everything in connection with 
the fair is to be strictly clean and moral, but 
after he has made these representations and as 
surances, he is expected to make good, and he 
may be sure that the officials are wary and 
watchful, and that if he allows anything of a 
questionable nature in the way of attractions or 
concessions that he will be called to account 
or that he will have difficulty in making his ar 
rangements the next year. In other words, it 
is a question of self-protection and the fair 
manager of today cannot afford not to secure 
first-class attractions. 

It impossible to estimate the good which 
may result to a section by getting the school 
children fully aroused to the importance of tak- 
ing advantage of the natural opportunities to be 
found in their own section, and one of the best 
means in the world of convincing them and get 
ting them interested is thru the fair. But how 


is 


are we to get them to attend the fair unless 
we offer them some special inducements? The 


average school boy or girl is not going to a fair 
simply to be shown the agricultural possibilities 
or to learn of the adaptability of that section 
to cattle or live-stock raising. They want to 
see interesting shows and the performances of 
high-class actors, and the only way to get them 
to attend the fair is to provide these attractions, 
and to provide first-class ones. Then when we 
have once gotten them to the fair grounds and 
have gotten them interested, we can show them 
the other features. 

E=aJhe importance of obtaining good 


first-class, 
clean attractions 


cannot te over-estimated and 
too munch stress cannot be laid upon this feat 
ure, For a long time we were, most of us, prone 
wto believe the statement of P. T. Barnum. that 


the American people liked to be ““humbugged,”’ 
but experience and observation have taught us 
that the idea is wrong, and that, on the con 
trary, the American people expect and demand 
a square deal. If we seek their patronage, we 
must furnish them a square deal and give thew 
value received. Especially is this true in regard 
to attractions, such are to be seen at faire

In selecting your superintendents of all your 
departments, see that each and every one has the 
interest of your fair at heart, Don’t hire any 
one to work for you simply for the money there 
is in it Pay them what they are worth. but 
let your profits be the kindness and courtesy ex 
tended to each and everyone assisting you to 
make the fair a success. All departments must 
work in perfect harmony, there should be no 
discord. If you find a grievance, go yourself and 
get the matter straightened out. No one should 
ever leave your fair grounds without teing per 
fectly satisfied and say, ‘‘Il am glad I came.” 

This, in a way, lines up your work in the 
preparation of your fair, and truly it takes 
months to get it ready, and all this time you 
must be advertising to the world what you are 
doing and propose to give to the visitors of your 
fair, 

No falr falls to give the actual money's worth 
~-and many give this and four times the value 
of the admission price alone. 

Advertise your fair as an educational insti- 
tution; it is so recognized the world over, It 
helps develop the country, aids the farmer and 
the stockraiser—everybody is benefited wherever 
a fair is held, 

I have now brought you up to the opening of 
your fair and here is where you ability is tested. 
Everything is in readiness, the gates are thrown 
open to the pubic, the crowds surge in, visiting 
the different departments of exhibits, livestock, 
ete. the bands play, the races are on, the ma- 
chinery is running; the whole operation of the 
fair is dependent on one man—has he fulfilled his 
mission * 

He goes out among the masses, calls on the 
exhibitors and looks after the general running 
of the fair to see that things are in harmony. 
Iie is the man of the hour, every nerve in his 
body strung to the highest tension, yet knowing 
that he has efficient help and the utmost confi- 
dence in them, he has no fear of the outcome.

(Continued from page 23.) 


methods should be an abrupt de- 
parture from the listless mood of 
other theatrical newspaper editors. 
It has been said, and with no small 
degree of fact, that if one certain 
long-establisht theatrical newspaper 
had appreciated its opportunity and 
advantage, there would never have 
been the mushroom-like up-crop- 
ping of rivals—some to. survive, 
some to perish. 

Whatever had previously been 
printed concerning vaudevil artists 
had always been fulsom praise. The 
“new” method took a diametrical- 
ly opposite course. The advanced 


school of theatrical journalism 
could apparently find nothing, or 
next to nothing, good in anything 


anybody essayed. Then it was that 
“roasting” became a fine art and 
fault-finding was the editorial slo- 
gan. The idea quickly spread. In 
some of the older papers it took 
several years to achieve its ends, 
but the fever for ‘roasting’ spread 
as mustard in a farmer's field. Men 
of brilliancy and profuse gifts of 
satire fell to the newer art of ““‘mak- 
ing good reading” with a will. 


Behold, today, the theatrical trade 
newspaper field! So long has the 
“roasting” been so diligently prac- 
ticed that it would be exceedingly 
difficult for the past-masters in the 
art to now convince their readers 
that when they do not roast that 
their temporary conversion has been 
accomplisht by anything save a dis- 
play of friendliness toward the busi- 
ness department of the averaged 
trade paper. That these opinions of 
vaudevil criticism are prevalent is 
simply the logical outcome of the 
method which has been practiced in 
directing the reader’s mind. 

An early and activ apostle of the 
“new method’ was a young Eng- 
lishman of brilliant intellect who 
gained the almost unanimous hatred 
of the vaudevil fraternity; and yet, 
in this and many other opinions, his 
writing accomplisht more for the 
genuine betterment and advance- 
ment of excellence in vaudevil acts 
than did the writing of all other 
“critics” combined. While it seem- 
ed, at the time, that he was “writ- 
ing to orders” to the end that cir- 
culation might be obtained for the 
newspaper upon which he was em- 
ployed, it is now a generally ad- 
mitted fact that his purpose to live 
up to instructions were intuitivly 
combined with an honest intent to 
point the way to a better vaudevil. 

But all of his conferers were not 
thus inspred. Most of the “roast- 
ers” took the easy method to circu- 
lation without adorning the route 
with intelligent suggestions to those 
whose names and offerings they 
used as a means to an end. There 
is, however, an indication that the 
“new” method is passing; expres- 
sions’ more sane and helpful are 
found in the current work of the 
erstwhile “‘roasters” and among the 
papers who have, late in the day, 
adopted the fault-finder’s plan, the 
work of students of the art shows 
so plainly their apeings that their 
ability to distress or gratify are nul- 
lified by their amateurishness. 

There will be a change in criti- 
cism; it will, some think, develope 
into a system of “reporting’’ and the 
attitude of the audience as a whole, 
and not the “one-man opinion,” will 
be ultimately reflected in what the 
reviewers shall write. Some years 
ago New York’s leading daily adopt- 
ed the system of “reporting” and 


not “criticizing’’ frst performances 
of plays, and it has workt out so 
well that its owner has never 


changed the method. 

It would seem that the manager 
would most like to know what a 
fellow manager’s audience thought 
of an act; for the era of “criticism,” 
as it has been practiced in some the-

Shakespeare has probably done more to make 
the history of the world more known and more 
l@ed than any historian ever did. Of course, 
We never quote him as an authority in matters 
of facts and of dates, but we read the history 
+f humanity by his own light, we jyuage it 
by his own criterion, we see it with his eyes, 
for we find in his dramas not only a splendid 
revivification of the past, but, as it wer a 
profetic exemplification of the future shake 
spare set forth ‘the very age and body of 
the time, his form and pre-ssur And this is 
why he is immortal—-and so modern, 

Bouf it is for today. In our next article we 
will enter into the Shakespearian sanctuary 


and see Whether our assertions answer and com 
nly with the reality of the Poet's creations.

too, probably written by the press agent of 
their own company. But it was the custom. 
They had to submit. There would be a row 
with the manager down in New York if he tried 
to interfere, and so he had to stand for it. 
There are thousands of players on the American 
Stage who have been disillusioned, but who 
still chrisht their battered ideals in secret. It 
is a sad condition when the stage in this country 
can not be as worthy of respect as the actors 
themselves wish it to be. And the cheapening 
influences which hold them down should be 
kickt out—unless the theater is to be considered 
simply as a commercial institution. The intel 
ligent theatergoer will always fight against that 
tendency. The newspapers, as a rule. are to- 
day more conscious of the better theatrical 
ideals than they were a few years ago. They 
are toning up and improving the theatrical news 
columns, Fiction and invention are being ex 
tracted from the ‘‘stuff’’ by the editorial vac- 
uum cleaner in more offices than wne. 

Getting back to the question of theatrical 
publicity, isn’t it the part of wisdom for the 
auegereat forces ie read the handwriting on 
he wall? Ian't it, 48 aA wattes of common 
business sense, wiser to take cognizance of the 
fact that there has been a change of practice in 
well-ordered newspaper offices, and that the day 
has gone by when any old story submitted by 
the over-zealous press agent will be accepted 
and printed without question? That day, as a 
matter of fact, went some time ago, out the 
fact does not seem to have been discovered to 
a sufficient extent. The new conditions, it 
seems to me, are more noticeable in the Mid 
dle West than elsewhere. As a consequence, 
the newspapers of the better quality in the 
section mentioned are put in the ‘‘tight-wad"’ 
class by the amazed and disappointed press 
agent nild. But there is something more 
signifie@nt back of the new conditions than a 
mere ineteasing of space-stinginess. And that 
something is a glowing sense of responsibility 
toward a better stage, a better newspaper, and 
toward the duty a newspaper owes to its read 
ers.

American leads the way in all other specialties 
that go to make uo vaudevil bills. Sometim-> 
in sketch lines, ideas are translated from abooui, 
but they are carried out and staged along Ameri 
can lines by American producers abd artists 
in other words, American acts have corralled the 
American vaudevil situation, and they wili held 
it, too, for the Awerican never *‘goves tuck"’ on 


any line of endeavor.

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“MUSICAL BURLESQUE 


By B. D. M. EATON. 


USICAL and scenic produc- 
HH tions were popular in France 
and England in 1585, as we 
learn from French history, and a 
contract is on file in Paris, signed 
by Mile. Fairette, to appear at the 
Espanniere Theater in musical acts, 
farces and acrobatic acts in 1545. 


In 1671, the Circue National was 
brought over from Paris to London, 
at an expense of $108,000, to present 
Monte Cristo, which had been dram- 
atized for a spectacular exhibition. 
This proved so successful that the 
Cataract of the Ganges was pre- 
sented at the Drury Lane Theater. 
The flooring of the whole stage was 
removed, and an iron tank manu- 
factured to fill the full space. A 
¢ascade to represent a cataract came 
tolling down over steps, as if from 
s mountain (hidden pipes back of 
he stage), and kept running over 
he supposed rocks till the water 
eaeht the footlights, and then dis- 
appeared. The: side scenes repre- 
dented everglades, so that water- 
bymphs and water-sprites could dis- 
cont themselves and then vanish. At 

ight the water showed different 
qolors and the scenes are said to have 

een most attractiv, under the clever 
4kill of Mons. Grimaldi, the popular 
French clown and stage manager. 
Monte Cristo afforded more 
hanges for a scenic production than 
he cataract. The arrival of the 
‘Pharon” (ship); Edmund Dantes as 
he sailor; the conspiracy to injure 
him in the bar room: to have him 
arrested; the betrothal of Edmund 
Pantes to Mercedes; the innocent 
aailor’s arrest and imprisonment in 
the Chateau D'If Castle; the two 
prisoners in their cells; the death of 
Abbe Farrari; the throwing of Ed- 
mund Dantes into the sea; his crawl- 
ing out of the sack and climbing up 
on the rock, where he says: “The 
world is mine:” the island of 
Monte Cristo; the finding of the 
freasure in the cave; the arrival at 
Rome; the ball scene and the duel, 
were all used to the best effect. 
| The next scenic spectacle was Ar- 
tazerkzes (De Arne’s poetic and mu- 
gical creation). To illustrate the 
pantomime and scenic changes, a 
ees company of foreign artists had 
been engaged, and besides their ath- 
letic and swinging acts, the changes 
of lights, scenery and flying thru the 
air movements, was the music and 
the vocal efforts of enchanting Kitty 
Stephens (as the historian said) as 
Madona. She was said to be fully 
equal to Catalina, the Italian vocal- 
ist, who had taken the part in Paris. 
To use the words of the critic: ‘No 
English cantatrice had ever before 
built up so pure and perfect an Eng- 
lish style upon an elaborate Italian 
basis.” (1812). 

Mme. Vestris, who was born in 
}797, and had become famous for 
her beauty and magnificent voice, 
decided to show the English public 
that she could create a series of 
Olympic Revels that would charm 
every one who would visit her thea- 
fer. She leased the Olympia Thea- 
ter, of London, and engaged some of 
the most famous comedians, vocal- 
ists and actors in England, France 
and Italy to appear with her. Among 
them were Charles Matthews, John 
Brougham, Grimaldi (the famous 
clown). Messrs. Kelly, Liston, Bland, 
Frank Matthews, and Mesdames 
Coger, Goward, Glover, Murray and 
Planche. Mme. Vestris had consid- 
erable experience herself, as the fol- 
lowing description will show. Colley 
Cibber, a dramatic writer, says: 

“Mme. Vestris inherited her beauty 
and musical ability from her parents. 
Her father was Gaetano Stefano Bar- 
tolozzi. Her mother had been a 
danseuse at Aix La Chapelle. At an 


early age she sang at the Catholic 
Church of St. Martins, as her parents 
had removed to London, and Miss 
Bartolozzi was educated at Manor 
Hall, Fullham Road, England. As 
Lucia grew older, she married August 
Armand Vestris in 1825. He had 
been a dancer and ballet master at 
the King’s Theater, London, and she 
naturally learned the art of dancing, 
and developed a voice of the most 
luscious tone (as Colley Cibber says) 
—a beautiful face and figure.” 

Mme. Vetris’ first appearance was 
on July 20, 1815, at the King’s Thea- 
ter, in London, as Prosperine, in 
Peter Winter’s El Ratto di Prosper- 
ine. Her success was immediate, and 
the critics said she had a perfect 
contralto voice, a correct harmoni- 
ous expression, and a countenance 
expressiv of loveliness and deep feel- 
ing.”” Her friends induced her to 
study stage technique as well as 
voice culture, and then Mme. Vestris 
(as she was called the balance of 
her life), sang at the Italian Opera 
House in Paris, as Zara, Casa Rara, 
and in Mozart's Casi Fan Tutte and 
Nosa di Figaro. She also appeared 
at the Paris Francais Theater as 
Camille, and in the Horace of Talma, 
and then came back to London to 
appear as Lilla, in Cobb's Siege of 
Belgrade. This was March 25, 1820. 
Then Mme. Vestris staged The Beg- 
gar’s Opera at her own theater in 
London, and took the part of Mac- 
beth. When this musical burlesque 
proved unprofitable, Mme. Vestris 
went over to the Haymarket Theater, 
London, and appeared in a musical 
burlesque there, and then to Covent 
Garden to sing in a favorit line of 
operas. Then Mme. Vestris visited 
the large cities in Scotland and Ire- 
land, and appeared in musical bur- 
lesques. In fact she became so pop- 
ular as to earn the title of “Queen of 
Musical Burlesque,” in England, Ire- 
land and Scotland (1831). 


Soon after, she leased the Olympic 
Theater, in London, in partnership 
with Marie Foote, and starred as the 
Queen of Scots, and that not proving 
very attractiv, Mme. Vestris revived 
the Olympic Revels (staged by 
Planche and Dance); then a series 
of musical, athletic and terpsichorean 
attractions, in which she obtained 
her greatest success. 

Another English writer says: “Her 
company was first-class and her 
Stage settings and mountings were 
up to date, and she took the leading 
characters, or personations, in all 
her plays or burlesques. When she 
staged Venus and Adonis, she took 
the part of Venus. When she dram- 
atized Pandora, she gave as good a 
personation of that syren and mis- 
chief-maker as was possible. So 
with Beauty and the Beast, she was 
the most fascinating of beauties. So 
with Perseus and Andromeda. In 
High, Low, Jack and the Game, she 
was the Queen of Hearts. Her com- 
pany consisted of Charles Matthews 
(the famous comedian), John 
Brougham and Messrs. Kelly, Liston, 
Bland, Frank Matthews, and Mes- 
dames Arger, Goward, Glover and 
Messrs. Murray, Grimaldi and 
Planche.” 

A dramatic historian says: ‘“‘There 
are high degrees and low degrees of 
burlesque, but never on the English 
stage has there been such combina- 
tions of terpsichorean, athletic and 
musical perfection given as can be 
witnesst at the Olympic Theater, un- 
der the management of Mme. Vestris, 
Charles Matthews and Grimaldi. It 
is a combination of Ravel's panto- 
mime, Planche’s vaudevil and an 
Italian opera company. The Folies 
Bergere and the Comedie Francais 
are eclipsed.”

MUSICAL BURLESQUE 


(Continued from page 140.) 


These performances and these nov- 
elties were presented for nearly three 
years at the Olympic Theater. 

Then The Midsummer Night's 
Dream was revived by Manager Beer- 
bohm Tree, at the London Drury 
Lane, in 1874, and was pronounct the 
greatest success of the season. Man- 
ager Tree reconstructed the stage 
of the theater, and had a steel tank 
made to fill the full space back of 
the boxes. In this space he was en- 
abled to present Puck and all the 
ellves, sprites and water nymphs 
necessary for a grand ensemble. The 
space over the stage in place of the 
borders was filled with flying sprites 
in such a natural fashion, that it 
was impossible for the audience to 
see, and even to suspect, the presence 
of the wires that supported and con- 
trolled them, and the flowery dells 
that hid them, in shade and per- 
spectiv, with exquisitly designed cos- 
tumes and striking and appropriate 
light effects. In his stage setting of 
this fantastical creation, which few 
would have ventured to imagine, he 
contrived to maintain all the halo of 
a dream, and to materialize a vision, 
preserving all its unreality. 

A writer of that date says: “I 
never remember experiencing such 
a gratification of all the senses—the 
eye delighted by grace of movement, 
form and color; the ear gently lulled 
by the soothing modulations of Men- 
dlessohn’s music, and the intellect 
stimulated by the gems of music, 
added like jewels amidst the gro- 
tesque elements of the composition.” 

Then Shakespeare’s Tempest was 
presented for the first time in Lon- 
don. The scene was supposed to 
take place in the West Indies, and 
the dramatist presented Miranda and 
Ferdinand in a storm scene. with 
lightning and other scenic effects. 


William Shakespeare could not 
only write the purest love sentiments 
as in Romeo and Juliet; the most 
bloody tragedies, like Macbeth, 
Richard III and Othello, and then 
produce the charming woodland 
scenes in As You Like It. and the 
most captivating of comedies, Much 
Ado About Nothing and Twelfth 
Night. and the worst of proud 
daughters and kingly sons-in-law as 
in King Lear; the purest of daugh- 
ters, as Viola, in Twelfth Night: the 
noblest Moor, and the innocent Des- 
demona in Othello: the fattest and 
most licentious Falstaff. in the Merry 
Wives of Windsor; the crookedest, 
blood-thirsty tyrant in Richard TTT, 
and then turn over the page and 
write the best musical burlesque ever 
penned, The Midsummer Night's 
Dream. The wonder to the writer 
is: “Why is it not produced oftener 
by modern managers?" 


S. N. Pike presented it at his new 
opera house in Cincinnati, in 1858, 
with Kate and Susan Denin, William 
L Sheridan, Charles Matthews, 
Fanny Denham, and John Wood, the 
English comedian, engaged expressly 
to play Bottom, with the false-head 
of a mule. Susan Denin and Fanny 
Denham interpolated, T Know a 
Bang (song). 

For many years the French had 
led the English in pantomime and 
musical burlesque, especially at their 
vaudevil theater, the Folies Pergere, 
and now the American managers 
tried their companies in the famous 
Pegger’s Opera. Manager Gay was 
induced to bring over his London 
company to New York as a nucleus 
to start this musical burlesque at the 
Nassau Street Theater. The basis of 
action was to present Italian opera 
music as it had been done at WLin- 
coln Inn (Fields’) Theater, in Lon- 
don, in 1827. This elaborate presen- 
tation took that city by storm. Polly 
Peacham was the Lavinia: Thomas 
Keene was the Captain McHeath: 
Mrs Hallam was the Queen, and

Kane O’Hara the Midas. The pre- 
sentation was a great success. 

When Wiliiam C. Mitchell opened 
the Olympic Theater, in New York 
City in 1859, Morlacchi, Mme. Celeste 
and Fanny Ellsler (the most graceful 
and best dancers on the stage at that 
time) made their debut in this 
country in The Field of the Cloth of 
Gold. It was a grand musical and 
terpsichorean burlesque. William J. 
Florence took the part of Francis I, 
Louis Mestayer appeared as Henry 
VIII, Mrs. Florence as Lady Con- 
stance, and Lilly Eldridge as La 
Siecire de Boissay. With such a cast 
and such a talented company, the 
Field of the Cloth of Gold made an 
immense success. 

As the United States drew their 
first actors and actresses from Eng- 
land, they naturally drew their bur- 
lesque and musical artists from there. 
About the second on record was a 
company presenting The Ice Witch, 
at the Bowery Theater, in 1833. 
Altho the audiences were large and 
the company first-class, many of the 
ladies objected to the decolette dis- 
play made by Mlle. Francisquay, 
and she was hissed by the occupants 
of the boxes, while the occupants of 
the balcony and gallery were going 
wild with delight. So Mlle. Celeste 
was substituted, and all went merry 


as a “marriage bell.” The papers 
said: “Mile. Celeste presented a 
faultless figure, a handsome face, 


sparkling black eyes, and features 
that possessed more mobility of ex- 
pression than an ordinary actress.” 
#0 the musical burlesque proved 
profitable. 

The next arrival of which we have 
any record was Agnes Robertson and 
her company, from London (1856). 
She was billed as the “Fairy Star,” 
and was certainly a_ beautifully- 
formed blonde. As Dion Boucicault 
wrote the sketch and selected the 
company to support his wife, it 
proved very popular with the public. 
She came as far West as St. Louis in 
1856. Her voice was sweet, and she 
could sing, dance and act, and her 
personation of Maria was more at- 
tractiv than can generally be found 
in a burlesque star. 

It may not be 
that Sarah 


generally known 
Bernhart aspired to be 
a burlesque actress fifty years ago, 
at the Comedie Francais and the 
Les Folies Bergard (Paris), but good 
advice saved her from that, and she 
soon became the leading comme- 
dienne of France. 

Between 1850 and 1860 such small 
but interesting musical burlesques 
as Beauty and the Beast, Pocahontas, 
Jack, the Giant Killer, The Old 
Woman Who Lived in a Shoe, and 
The Daughter of the Regiment, the 
Naiad Queen and Cindrella were the 


popular burlesques and musical of- 
ferings. 

This was followed by The Naiad 
Queen, with Walter Lennox, Mmlle.

venile athletics and 
minstrels. 

This was followed by another bur- 
lesque—La Belle Sauvage—a bur- 
lesque on Brougham’s Pocahontas. 
Then Niblos’ Garden went out in a 
blaze of glory (fire), with a loss of 
$100,000 (May 6, 1872), to Jarrett 
& Palmer. 


The spectacular ballet of Excelsior, 
by the Kiralfy Brothers, was brought 
out (scenery and all), with Pauline 
Markham, Lisa Weber, Emma Grat- 
tan, Harry Beckett, W. J. Hill, Geo. 
F. Ketchum, J. W. Brutone, Lizzie 
Kelsey, Belle Land, Clara Thompson, 
Eliza Weathersby, the Clodoche 
Troupe of French dancers, the Lauri 
Family, Flagolot, Normandie and La 
Comte. 

The next season they presented 
Pippin, the King of the Gold Mines, 
with Alice Atherton, Ed. Chapman, 
Jennie Hughes and W. B. Cahill. 
Then a _ burlesque, entitled, The 
Mosquito, expressly written for Miss 
Thompson, by Alexander Dumas. 
This burlesque ran till May 1, 1870, 
and was then followed by the most 
attractiv of all scenic acts. 

The time had arrived when an 


the Spanish 


American lawyer and _  playwriter 
dramatized a German legend, and 
called it the Black Crook. His name 


was Charles M. Barras. It was not 
the intrinsic merits of the musical 
burlesque, but the mounting (the 
staging) that made it so popular. 
Messrs. Jarrett and Paimer of Niblos’ 
Garden, New York City, presented 
it September 12, 1866, with such at- 
tractiv stage settings, such profes- 
sional people, and such a graceful 
musical chorus and ballet corps, that 
it caught the theater-going public 
immediately, and it proved a great 


success. Its first season lasted four 
hundred and seventy-five perform- 
ances. Then the company was 


changed and it ran another season. 
The receipts up to January 4, 1868, 
amounted to $760,000. The musical 
sketch was afterwards presented at 
every large theater in this country, 
and then taken to England and pre- 
sented by an English company. It 
made a big hit everywhere, and has 
been revived again and again. Chas. 
M. Barras was enabled to retire rich 
and everyone connected or interested 


in the production received a fair 
share of the profits. 
The English company which pre- 


sented The Black Crook, in London, 
consisted of Mile, Carnellie de Auka,

Henry Walsham, W. Hargreaves, T. 
L. Kelleker, and a big ballet (Decem- 
ber 3, 1851). The writer can not re- 
member of any musical burlesque or 
spectacle which had such a popular, 
profitable run in the history of the 
stage. The receipts in New York 
alone from its production were 
$750,000. 

The Mikado had some long runs, 
but no unbroken run of so many 
months as the Black Crook. 

To come down to date (1913), the 
Daughter of Heaven has been pro- 
nounced “the greatest scenic triumph 
since the presentation of The Cat- 
aract of the Ganges, at the Drury 
Lane Theater, London.” As a mys- 
terious play, the writer tells the 
truth, but The Daughter of Heaven 
is unreal (uncanny), while The 
Cataract of the Ganges was magnifi- 
cent and wonderful in its variety of 
changes, and more to present 
($110,000). It was a scene of daz- 
ziing beauty, and there was so much 
athletic and beauty about it 
that people never tired of seeing it, 
and the world-renowned specialty 
people who made so many changes 
in acts and music. The Daughter of 
Heaven was impressiv. The Cataract 
of the Ganges was kalideoscopic.

Love, jealousy and other 
thoughts have to be taken into con- 
sideration. It is funny to the ob- 
server, but a terrible situation for 
the separated couples, even the Aat- 
mosfere is hazy, and the situations 
are so risky that only a miracle can 
clear them. The denoument is clever 
and the entanglements are amusing 
to the audience.

While Mr. Keith had given vaudevil its first 
start some years before, the Bijou was his first 
big vaudevil house, inaugurating the continuous 
performance policy on August 1, 1887. 

It is interesting to note that the John Barker, 
whose company appears to have been the head- 
liner on this bill, was also a participant In the 
very first continuous performance given by Mr. 
Keith, in 1883.)
